At the Newton Club house, Newtonville, 
Monday evening, the nnmml reunion of the 
members of the Katahdln Club was held. 
About 120 members and their friends from 
the various Newtons attended the affair. 

The evening opened at 7 o’clock with a 
banquet in the assembly hall, which 
was handsomely decorated, as were the 
tables. The Newtonians Mandolin and 
Guitar Club played during the feasting. 

At the conclusion of the dining President 
Daniel C. Heath called the company to 
order, nnd introduced the speakers. 

Mr. Enoch C. Adams, superintendent of 
the Newton High school, was the first, and 
his subject was, "The Old Schools of 
Maine.” The first school 1 remember, 
said he, wa3 a little red schoolhouse. It 
was a small building with only one room 
in it, and in winter there was a small box 
stove, so hot when one was near it, but 
very cold a short distance away. 

1 remember, when 1 was 17 years of nge. 
I was engaged to teacli a school. It was 
not a red schoolhouse; in fact, it was 

ainted yellow. I boarded near the school 

ouse, and always kindled my own fires 
there. Wo burned wood, and I remember 
of saving the ashes, nnd at the end of the 
winter selling them for JO cents. I think 
the school numbered 19 pupils, from 20 
years of age down. 

The speaker concluded by saying he 
thought there had been a change in the 
character of the schools in the last 25 or 30 
years. It was the duty of those present 
to carry back to Maine some of the old in- 
spiration during the coming Old Home 
week, he said. 

Mr. William F. Garcelon, the next speak- 
er, took as his subject the “Lire of a Maine 
Hoy Between the Ages of Seven and Seven- 
teen,” and gave an interesting series of 
reminiscences. 

Mr. Edwin B. Haskell, president of the 
Newton Club, was the last speaker. He 
spoke upon ‘‘The Advantages Maine Had 
iu the Character of Its Early Settlers,” 
and said: 

I think Maine people had a remarkable 
advantage in the character of its early set- 
tlers. It was at one time a great pioneer 
country to which the young men and 
women of tho older New England states 
went to make their homes. What kind of 
young men and women were these V They 
were both enterprising and euergetic. If 
you think it easy to cut down trees and 
build log houses in the forest, to make 
roads, etc., just try it. I often think of the 
tremendous work done in tho state be- 
tween the years 1750 and 1S40. Tho cities 
have grown since, but in the country dis- 
tricts I hardly believe you will find many 
new improvements, new roads new walls, 
etc. Hardly anything has been built since 
1840. Nearly all the labor was that doue 
by two generations 

It seems to me that the children of the 
pioneers had the finest opportunity in the 
■world to develop themselves. We all had 
manual training schools at home, and I 
think that is one of the great reasons why 
Maine people are so successful in life. 

Aside from the addresses, during the 
evening the assembly was agreeably en- 
tertained by Miss KaihrineR. Hooper, who 
gave two pleasing monologues und Mr. La 
Rue Fredeuburg in anecdotes and dialect 
poems.

Newtonville, died Wednesday morning at 
his home on Highland avonue, Newtonville. 

lie had not enjoyed the host of health for 
some time and was compelled to resign 
from active duties last January. Ho was 
the oldest settled pastor in Now ton, having 
had charge of tho New church since his 
installation, Dec. 20, 1809. 

In addition to his Newtonville charge he 
occupied tho position of Instructor in 
theology In the New church theological 
school, Boston, receiving this appointment 
in 1878. In 1881 ho was elected president of 
tho New churoli theological school in Bos- 
ton and held tho chair for 16 years. 

At the time of his death ho was general 
pastor of the Massachusetts Association of 
New Jerusalem, and president of tho 
general convention of New Jerusalem of 
the United States. 

He was the author of several well-known 
religious publications, including “A Year’s 
Lessons from tho Psalms,” “Correspon- 
dence of the Bible; the Animals,” “A 
Journey in Palestine." 

Rev. Mr. Worcester is survived by a son, 
Rev. William L. Worcester, pastor of tho 
New church in Philadelphia, and a daugh- 
ter, Miss Margaret C. Worcester, whose 
philanthropy has made her well known in 
this city. 

Ho was born in Boston, Feb. 13, 1834, and 
Ills boyhood was passed in that city. His 
father, Rev. Thomas Worcester, was for 50 
years pastor of the Boston society of New 
Jerusalem church, on Bowdoin street. The 
elder Worcester resided In Louisburg 
square. In the next house lived Sampson 
Reed, prominent in tho Swedenborgian 
faith, whose son. Rev. James Reed, suc- 
ceeded the elder Worcester. Rev. James 
Reed is at present pastor of the Boston 
society of New Jerusalem. 

John Worcester and James Reed were 
close friends throughout life. Both began 
early training for the ministry aud studied 
iu Boston. 

Rev. Mr. Worcester was identified with 
the history of the New church in Newton. 
The first family of the faith in tho city was 
that of Mr, Davis Howard, who became a 
resident in June, 184(5. Mr. T, II. Carter 
followed Mr. Howard from Boston a year 
later. 

At first both families attended a Boston 
church, but as the distance rendered it 
rather inconveuient, Mr. Robert Curtis, 
who was an intimate friend of Mr. 
Howard’s family, began to read services at 
liis house, and at the same time opened a 
Sunday school. Botli these exercises were 
afterward continued at the homo of Mr. 
Carter, and the latter’s house was used for 
church purposes for many years. With the 
increase in New church families, a hall 
was obtained in Newtonville for iueetiucs 
aud Sunday school services. For a time 
there was occasional preachiug by New 
church ministers. 

Rev. John Worcester was invited to 
preach in the hall in October, 1857, but no 
society was formed at that time. In the 
winter of 18(58-09 a chapel was erected on 
.Highland avenue on land given by Mr. T. 
11. Carter. It was dedicated April 11, 18G9, 
by Rev. Thomas Worcester, then president 
of the Massachusetts Association. It was 
in that year that Rev. Johu Worcester was 
installed pastor. 

He was ordained in 1SG0. Ilis only charge 
was that at Newtonville. He made it his 
life work. The church society prospered, 
its membership increased, and in 1894 the 
handsome now edifice <m Highland avenue 
was completed. It is one of the most 
beautiful houses of worship in the city 

As a resident of this city. Rev. Mr. Wor- 
cester took marked interest in local affairs. 
For several years he was a member of the 
school board and a trustee of Newton hos- 
pital corporation. 3 

His summers were passed In Intervale, 
N. IL. where he owned a delightful sum- 
mer home.

THE LEGISLATURE. 


(Special to the Graphic.) 

Boston, May 2. 

Mr. Langford’s committee on water sup- 
ply succeeded In getting the city solicitor 
of Worcester before It yesterday to show 
cause why a bill should bo reported upon 
the remarkable petition which was referred 
to in this correspondence one week ago. 
After the hearing was over, Mr. Rugc, tho 
solicitor, frankly confessed to tho writer 
that he expected a bill to bn reported "with 
some modifications.” It can be prophesied 
without taking great chances that there 
will ho modifications In tho mensure. 

Mr. Chadwick and his friends hove won 
their fight thus far on tho question of a 
bill which shall permit tho Westminister 
Hotel on Copley Sqnaro to remain at Its 
present height. Senator Chamberlain or 
Brockton made a great fight against the 
bill, but the votes In tho Senate were the 
other way, and doubtless this will he true 
of tho House also. It may turn out that a 
dangerous precedent has been established, 
but It ought to be said that it Is doubtful if 
ever conditions will be ns they were In the 
case of this building, where the building 
permits had been granted, the foundations 
put in nnd tho iron superstructure carried 
several stories up before any legislation to 
limit tho height of tho superstructures to 
less than 125 feet lind been passed. Should 
there be another time when an attempt is 
made to erect a building 9(5 feet high on a 
pnrk, it would be in defiance of laws al- 
ready on tho statute book, and not of laws 
in process of making. Still, there is no 
doubt the law was disobeyed in this case. 

The committee on water supply go to 
Springfield on Thursday, provided Chair- 
inan Langford by that date gets the report 
of the State Board of Health on the condi- 
tion of the proposed new supply for that 
city, but tho engineer engaged on this work 
is Percy M. Blake of your city, who for so 
ninny years has been retained iu connec- 
tion with the water supplies of Massachu- 
setts cities and towns. It is doubtful if 
any man appears before legislative commit- 
tees who has had a hand in more water 
contests than Mr. Blake, although he does 
not look at all battle scarred. lie wns one 
of tho best witnesses put on by tho metro- 
politan water board in relation to tho ques- 
tion of how best to control Italian labor, 
and his testimony, undoubtedly, had great 
weight with tho investigating committee. 

The great Fitchburg light is on again in 
good earnest, after a short intermission, 
during which the arguments In relation to 
to the Boston & Albany leases have been 
made. On the latter matter Robert M. 
Morse made a very earnest, and it is un- 
necessary to say, able argument; but he 
was followed by Samuel Hoar, who knows 
all the ins and outs of tho affairs of the 
Bostoji & Albany road, and who met tho 
views of his antagonist with freedom nnd 
ability, speaking to the great edification of 
a large audience. 

The Fitchburg lease is in a peculiar situ- 
ation because of one point. Years ago tho 
Boston & Lowell railroad leased tho Massa- 
chusetts Central, and it is claimed that a 
provision of that lease was that the Boston 
& Lowell should make no other lease with- 
out the consent of the Massachusetts Cen- 
tral, although the Lowell has itself with 
all its branches since been leased. Tho 
courts have never, it is understood, decided 
as to the force of 'this alleged provision. 
In fact, though it is in court, it lias never 
been heard. Now, tho Massachusetts Cen- 
tral believes it sees iu the lease of tho 
Fitchburg a great menace to its interests. 
Tho lease of the Massachusetts Central 
provides that a dividend shnli be paid, if it 
is earned by the Massachusetts Central it- 
self ; otherwise, not. Tho Massachusetts 
Central people claim that by the lease of 
the Fitchburg a lino will be provided that 
can take away most of its through freight 
business, thus putting it in a position where 
it will earn no dividends. Therefore, it 
comes up with very eminent counsel to 
argue that no matter what tiie legislature 
may say. the real question of whether tho 
Boston & Maine may lease tho Fitchburg 
road depends upon tho consent of the stock- 
holders of the Massachusetts Central road. 
Counsel Torrey of the Fitchburg well said 
on Monday that, if this is true, tho state 
hud better take the Massachusetts Central 
property, as it has a right to do, than to 
prevent the consummation of the Fitchburg 
and Albany leases, because both will de- 
pend upon each other. 

it is conceded by the best judges that if 
either of the leases should fail, it would he 
the Albuny and not the Fitchburg, because 
not only have men like Mr. Lecson of your 
city, nnd others who are like him, state 
directors, ranged themselves as in favor of 
such action, as to the Fitchburg ; but tho 
careful negotiations of Governor Crane, re- 
sulting as they have in what uppears to tie 
an excellent barguin for the Common- 
wealth, who has at tho same time looked 
out for the interest of the common stock- 
holders of the road, who have heretofore 
been compelled to content themselves with 
no dividends, indicate tlmt any Republican 
at least, who should set up his opinion 
uguinst that of His Excellency, would put 
himself in what might be called rather a 
ridiculous position. 

Mr. Lungford made quite a light yester- 
day afternoon ou a bill for tho protection 
of sources of water supply by the State 
Gourd of Health. He offered an amend- 
ment that all hearings caused through the 
act should be held in the county where the 
offense is committed ; but the House was 
against him, uud both amendment and bill ' 
were rejected. 

The committee ou metropolitan affairs is 
cleaning up its docket. It has just report- 
ed a bill defining the control of tho Boston 
park board over tho grounds of tho Chest- 
nut Hill reservoir. It is understood that 
before the week is out a bill will be report- 
ed to permit Boston to spend Sl.tXXi.OOO on 
new school houses; also one to make a be- 
ginning on Mayor Hurt’s scheme tor branch 
municipal buildings, by providing some- 
thing like S:MK ),000 for a municipal building 
in South Boston. No decision ins yet been 
reached on the question of u Washington 
street subway. That will probably come 
lust of all. 

The street railway committee yesterday 
; decided upon a revolutionary bill which 
| permits all the street ruilwuy companies in 
tho stute to become common curriers of 
{ merchandise. This is reported ou the peti- 
tion of the Lowell and suburban road, thu 
1 theory being that it is putter to report gen- 
, era l than special legislation. It is very un- 
usual, however, to report so sweeping a 
bill upon a local petition, and there will he 
a great deal of opposition, though the bill 
■ i-s subject to the upprovul of local boards of 
aldermen uml selectmen. 

1 informally interviewed your local 
.statesman, Mr. Powers, yesterday, und he 
assured me that there whs no hidden 
motive in the indorsement of thu telephone 
supervision bill by the New England Tele- 
phone und Telegraph Compuny, although it 
uvtMiiied that the gas commissioners would 
not favor local competition. Mann.

The most dangerous enemies to good 
government are not tho saloons, the 
dives, the dens of Iniquity and tho 
criminals. 

These are the result of laxness In 
enforcing police laws. The laxnoss Is 
tho natural result of Incompetent offi- 
cials. 

Most of our trouble can be traced to 
the temptations which are offered to 
city officials when franchises arc sought 
by wealthy corporations, or contracts 
are to bo let for public works. Honest 
men will not grant a franchise without 
adequate return to the peoplo in the

shape of reasonable fares or rates. 

Therefore, corporations seeking fran- 
chises find it necessary to elect dishon- 
est men to public office. When they 
succeed the Incompetence of their crea- 
tures in public office naturally breeds 
incompetence In the administration of 
the police and other laws. So it is, I 
say, that wo have not been placing 
the bldmc for bad municipal govern- 
ment where it b dongs— namely, upon 
those seeking franchises and other 
special privileges, without honest re- 
turn to the people. 

I think many have clearly seen the 
source of the evil, but have not cared 
to take tho consequences of an exposure 
of it. I do not say this In a spirit of 
hostility to wealth; far from it. 1 
have reference to the abuses of the 
power which wealth, and especially the 
wealth which corporations without con- 
sciences and without souls, possesses. 

I know that the answer which is 
made to this is that private corpora- 
tions seeking public franchises cannot 
get fair treatment, because the class of 
men who are powerful in polities and 
city councils "hold them up,” us the 
phrase goes. 

They say they cannot get those fran- 
chises upon fair terms without buying 
them. That if polities were clean and 
honest men placed in office, they would 
be well satisfied with any franchises 
which such public officials would, in a 
spirit of fairness, grant them. I con- 
tend that this position is a false one. 
I assert, in the first place, that privi- 
leges which are commonly asked for 
from city councils are not fair to the 
people. The corporations applying for 
the franchises do not propose to give 
the people a fair return for the privi- 
leges contained in tho franchises. 

This is true of water-works fran- 
chises, electric light franchises, gas 
franchises, street railway franchises, 
tedephone franchises and any other 
franchises which involve the use of 
the streets, which belong to the entire 
people. 

It is common knowledge that private 
corporations applying for these fran- 
chises endeavor to secure the privileges 
of charging rates high enough to re- 
turn dividends of a large per cent, upon 
not only the capital actually invested 
in tho plant itself, but also upon large 
quantities of "water” capitalization. 

The movement for municipal owner- 
ship of public utilities surely means 
something. It has grown with amaz- 
ing rapidity. In Tact, in a large num- 
ber of our best cities it is tho con- 
trolling issue in municipal politics. 

Its further growth cannot be checked 
so long as private corporations, made 
up of men to whom the public have at 
light to look as examples of integrity, 
employ all sorts of questionable meth- 
ods to secure franchises, permitting 
them to charge exorbitant prices for 
public service, such as light, water and 
transportation. The sentiment for 
municipal ownership is a natural re- 
sult of the abuse of the franchise privi- 
leges by private companies. 

People are coming to believe thnt 
avarice and greed and ambition to 
make money will always rule in the 
management of these quasi-public en- 
terprises. 

For that reason the; sentiment for 
municipal ownership is looked upon ns 
a permanent thing. In other words, it 
Is getting more •difficult every day to 
make people believe that it will ever 
be possible to gel the same good results 
out of these public; utilities, for the 
benefit of the entire people, under pri- 
vate ownership as under public owner- 
ship-

There will probably be an end some 
time to the call for new school houses in 
Newton, but it has not been reached yet, 
and each expensive building seems to be 
followed by a call for another. One sec- 
tion of the city is of course as much en- 
titled to a share of the public funds as an- 
other, and when one ward lias secured a 
handsome new building all the other wards 
naturally begin to examine their buildings 
to see if they are not overcrowded and un- 
sanitary, and it is surprising to find what a 
terrible set of old buildings the city has 
had for so many years. There was the 
Pierce building in West Newton, for in- 
stance, which was in such bad condition 
that it was not safe to allow pupils to at- 
tend it. but after the new building was put 
up it was discovered that the old building 
was just the thing for police headquarters 
aud a court room, and nothing has since 
been heard of the unhealthy character of 
the building. Possibly it is because the 
police and court officials are so much 
tougher than young children, that infected 
buildings do not injure their health. The 
next building found in bad condition was 
the old Bigelow school, and as it has been 
torn down we suppose it was as bad as the 
critics painted it. The now building is 
certainly a magnificent structure and fills 
the landscape from almost any direction. 
The sight of the immense roof makes ob- 
servers feel shut in, and gives Newton a 
citified appearance. There are now symp- 
toms of disturbance in Ward Four, and 
after looking at the new buildings in the 
other wards on the north side, Ward Four 
people can not help seeing how totally in- 
adequate their school buildings are. Some- 
thing was said about this last year, and 
evidently the present board of aldermen 
are to receive a good deal of Information 
before the year is out in regard to defective 
and overcrowded school buildings. The 
Williams school house has been built so 
many years now that Auburndale people 
have almost left off calling it the new Wil- 
liams school, and the prodigious growth of 
that section of the city has brought about 
a corresponding increase in the number of 
school children, so that there are no accom- 
modations for them, even if the city can 
not afford another building right away. 
There are penalties attached to growing 
too fast, as Newton has discovered in all 
these demands for larger school houses, 
and unless this growth moderates the city 
will be bankrupt in trying to keep its 
school houses up with it. There is no 
question thut better school accommodations 
are as much needed in Auburndale as they 
were in West Newton or Newtouville or 
in Newton, and the Auburndale people do 
not see why there should be any further 
postponement. Besides, if Auburndale 
does not hurry up and get its wants satis- 
fied, there are indications that it will find 
Newton Ceutreaiso asking for anew build- 
ing, as that is the only largo village that 
lias as yet made no movement to get a slice 
of the school improvements, and Newton 
Centre is not upt to be so modest in its de* 
mauds. lienee we advise the Auburndale 
people to use all the pressure they can get 
together and induce this year’s board to 
take favorable action. 


In the May Atlantic, which is an un- 
usually Interesting number, there is a very 
suggestive article on “Nations and the 
Decalogue” in which the writer asks the 
pertinent question why there should not 
be the same regard for morality in politics 
uud international relations as in pri- 
vate life. it is a question muny ate upt to 
usk after hearing u political speech, for 
instance. A speaker who in ordinary life 
is an li< nest uud truthful man, will think 
it his “plain ciuty” in a political speech to 
take ull toi:.- of liberties with the truth, 
if he is speaking of u candidate, whom 
every one knows to he a very ordinary sort 
of mull, rattier below than above tt e 
aveiuge, lie will dto-cribe him in terms 
thut would be almost too vivid for a Wash- 
ington or a Lincoln, if lie is speaking of 
his party no praise is too gieat for him to 
lavish upon it, e\en though he knows it to 
be corrupt and boss ridden, and given to 
deals tlmt will not bear the light. Of 
course it is eusier to spread on the praise 
without any tegard to truth thuu it is to 
exercise discrimination, but t y claiming 
so much the speaker destroys the whole 
elfect of his words, uud makes himself and 
his party ridiculous with intelligent voters 
But perhups such speeches are not intend- 
ed tor the intelligent voter, but only for 
tbe unthinking voter, who does not stop to 
consider whether anything said in favor 
of his party is true or the reverse. This 
Atlantic writer in alluding to the Philip- 
pine business, suys the country owes u 
debt of gratitude to Senator Beveridge aud 
Col. Denby for their truthfulness, and 
cleur'ngaway the avalanche of cunt thut 
people have been satiuted with. This 
writer thinks such truthfulness should 
characterize ull things in politics. 


It is stated on w lint appears to be good 
authority that Mr. George I. Aldrich, form- 
er superintendent of the Newton schools, 
is to bo chosen to succeed Superintendent 
Dalton of Brookline. Brookline pays a 
higher salary than Newton, and the posi- 
tion of superintendent is much pleasanter 
in that town than it is here. There nro no 
factions and the Brookline Education So- 
ciety has made itself such a force in guid- 
ing publio opinion that all those who have 
to do with t ho schools take an Intelligent 
interest in the methods adopted, and work 
in henrty sympathy with the school au- 
thorities. Mr. Aldrich is to he congratu- 
lated. if this report proves correct, and his 
friends will be glad Hint lie is to settle so 
near Newton. Mr. Aldrich Is now serving 
as superintendent of the schools of Spring- 
field during the absence of Superintendent 
Beattie. ^ _ _____ 

Senator Lodge says the story about 
the Stanford oil and the sale of the Danish 
Islands is all rubbish, and ns usual lie 
makes a very emphatic proclamation with- 
out any investigation. This, somehow 
compels people to nccept what the senator 
says with n reservation. Nevertheless Mr. 
Rogers of the Oil trust makes a very lame 
explanation, nnd there really seems to be 
something in it, judging solely from Mr. 
Rogers himself. But who are the ‘2(5 sena- 
tors owned by the Standnrd Oil and are 
there only 2G? A trust that has so many 
millions nnd pays 80 per cent, dividends 
lias great power, but it is hoped It will not 
force Secretary Root to declare war, as the 
Secretary says he fears he will bo obliged 
to. 

The street department is putting the 
streets in first class shape this spring, and 
fhe steam rollers are busy in all parts of 
the city. As a general rule the streets of 
the city are in better condition than usual, 
thanks to the policy of caring for the main 
thoroughfares first, and the side streets 
afterwards. Strangers riding through the 
city on their wheels are the best judges of 
the condition of the road beds, and they 
say that the streets of Newton will com- 
pare favorably with those of any other 
town or city in the metropolitan district, 
Washington street for its whole length, 
Crafts street, Commonwealth avenue and 
Centre street, are the model roads of New- 
ton. 


The gas investigation still drags along 
in the Great and General Court and the at- 
torneys of tbe gas companies have been 
explaining all the week that the companies 
will all be ruined if the price is reduced to 
73 cents. They said the same when dollar 
gas was talked of, but they made money 
under that price, and they would still con- 
tinue to do so under the 73 cent rate. But 
as for ruin, some of the companies would 
be benefited or the community would by a 
ruin of all the Addicks aud Standard Oil 
concerns. Then It might be hoped that the 
Boston gas business would be conducted 
honestly. 


The Massachusetts state republican coil 
vention congratulates the President for 
having upheld the cause of civil service re- 
form and the Kentucky state convention, 
composed mostly of federal officeholders* 
congratulates the President for having so 
successfully broken down the civil service 
laws. Now the question is what did our 
state convention mean by its resolution? 


It begins to look as though the railroads 
of Massachusetts would have to carry 
bicycles free as baggage, unless the senate 
changes its mind again. The railroads in 
most of the adjoining states carry wheels 
free, so that the law if passed would only 
bring us into line. 


Bids are asked for, this week, for tbe 
coucrete contract for the coming year. 
Whether this means a repetition of the ex- 
citing time of last year does not yet appear. 

The price of ice lias been advanced by 
the ice dealers, although no trust has as yet 
been formed in this vicinity, only a re- 
markable unanimity among the dealers. 

Now that milder weather has appeared, 
the usual reduction is made in the price of 
coal, and the Boston dealers have advertised 
a liberal discount from winter rates. 

JUDGING from the number of hurdy-

SCHOOL HYGIENE. 


MANY INTERESTING POINTS DROUGHT j 

OUT AT A WEST NEWTON MEETING. 

The section of ITygieno of tho Newton 
Education Association, consisting of mem- i 
bers from Wards Three and Four met at the 
house of Dr. Wells in West Newton on 
Tuesday evening. After some preliminary 
matter had been disposed of tho main topic 
of the evening was presented by S. G. 
Webber of West Newton in a paper on the 
medical insuceton of the schools, giving a 
brief history of the original of the system 
in Boston, known as “the Boston plan,” 
which was inaugurated in 1804 by tho Bos- 
ton Board of Health. The city is divided 
into a number of districts, over each of 
which is a physician, having four schools 
under his charge, which ho visits daily. 
Any children who seem to bo ailing or 
suffering from any cause whatever are re- 
ported to the master of the school and ex- 
amined by the physician when ho makes 
his daily morning visit. If tho child is 
found to be ill it is sent home and if it has 
a contagious disease that fact is reported 
to tho Board of Health and measures are 
taken by isolating the child to prevent the 
spread of the disease. In Boston 12,777 
pupils were examined In 1SD7, among these 
were 495 with contagious disease, who hud 
been sent to school by their parents, in 
ignorance that lutd such a disease, 80 
of these children had diphtheria and 31 
lmd scarlet fever, thus the medical inspec- 
tion removed these sources of contagion 
from the schools and the community earl- 
ier thuu was possible in any other way, 
destroying so many centres of contagion 
and preventing the probable spread of the 
disease. 

Tho hidden source of danger was point- 
ed out in allowing children to attend 
school who do not seem to be ill, yet have 
the disease in a light form, or have its 
germs in their systems. Many times severe 
cases of diphtheria have been traced to 
children who had only a mild “sore 
throat” but in whoso throats was found 
the germ of the disease. 

Cambridge, Brookline, Chicago, New 
York, St. Louis, Denver were mentioned 
as having followed the example of Boston, 
and in Europe Brussels; and in Paris the 
plan has been discussed with approval 
and will probably be adopted, if it is not 
as yet. 

An interesting account was given of the 
management of an epidemic of diphtheria 
by Dr. II. 1). Arnold of Roxbury. The 
disease was confined to 14 cases in a room 
of 40 pupils, where it started; no pupil be- 
ing attacked after measures were taken to 
stop it. It did not spread to the other 
rooms in the school and the room in which 
tho epidemic originated was closed only 
two days, long enough to be disinfected. 
Only four children not attendants at the 
school were infected by the sick children. 
The whole epidemic was stamped out by 
the efficient medical inspection with a 
sickness of only 18 children, two deaths. 

Dr. Webber also referred to the benefit 
to the children from a discovery of other 
than contagious diseases. Tims in Boston 
there were found in one year 3,(338 cases of 
affection of the lespiratory passages; 91 of 
ear trouble; 489 of eye trouble; 2,775 of 
skin disease, besides cases of anemia, de- 
bility, headuciie, Saint Vitus dance, abscess 
In Chicago since Jan. 8, 74.000 examina- 
tions have been made, 11,400 children with 
contagious diseases have been excluded 
from the school, 

I he interesting thought developed by the 
Doctor’s paper aud by the lively discussion 
which followed it was that these contag- 
ious diseases are communicated almost en- 
tirely through the respiratory organs; and 
it is easily seen what facility ts offered to 
this communication by tho close contact 
into which u number of school children 
are necessarily brought in the school room. 
One demonstration apparently of this 
theory was the fact that statistics show a 
remarkable continuity of the numbers of 
contagious cases during all the school year, 
and a sudden dropping of from 33 to 50 per 
cent during the vacation time. It was ad- 
mitted that this fact might be partially ex- 
plained by climatic conditions; but the 
change in number from school month to 
vacation month seemed to be. too abrupt to 
admit of this latter cause being at all 
dominant.

An address of welcome was delivered by 
Mrs. S. A. Shannon, 1st vice pres, of New- 
ton Centre Woman’s club, after which 
there were several musical selections by 
Mrs. Stanton Loring pianist. Miss Eliza- 
beth Loring 2nd violin, Mrs. Mabel Hall, 
1st violin and Miss Margaret C. McNulty 
harpist. 

The reading of the minutes of the last 
meeting was next in tho order of business 
and this was followed by the annual re- 
ports of tho secretary, treasurer and stand- 
ing committees of the federation. Mrs. 
Ella Mason, the police matron, then read 
her report, which proved of unusual in- 
terest.

IS A DISEASE.

% John Kendrick Hangs. 

It is with n pleasure that may not 
bo disguised that one notes the mar- 
vellous growth of the new disease, 
lovingeupltns. Ordinarily when an 
epidemic attacks a community every 
nerve is strained to the uttermost to 
stay its growth, but lovingeupltns is 
something to be encouraged rather 
than stayed. 

To-dnv. like appendicitis, it has be- 
come fashionable, and in all probabil- 
ity the loving-cup industry, vthlch is 
one of the material results of the dis- 
ease, will rival in prosperity the man- 
ufacture of pewter mugs to be used 
ns golf prizes for duffers. 

It is an erratic disease In its causes. 
One may never accurately predicate 
the conditions which shall expose the 
patient to an attack. When one con- 
tracts appendicitis one can generally 
tell precisely what it is that has 
brought it on: one has either eaten 
not wisely but too well, or has swal- 
lowed a nail or a picture hook or n 
grape-seed that has lodged in the ver- 
miform. An nttack of appendicitis 
has invariably to do with certain spe- 
cified imprudences of the human nnl- 
mal. 

But with lovingcupitas it is not so. 
The effect may come from any one of 
an enormous array of causes. In the 
old days, before it became a disease 
and was merely an ailment, one might 
be attacked by it through the mere 
desire to pay somebody for some ser- 
vice that could neither bo measured 
nor paid for in cash. Congregations 
have been attacked by it at times 
when it has been desired to stave off 
a clergyman's application for a higher 
salary; clients have made use of it to 
mitigate the severity of a bill for legal 
services; grateful patients have taken 
the opportunity afforded by its func- 
tions to show their doctors how much 
they appreciated their services; and 
there are instances, isolated nnd rare, 
wherein it has been contracted for no 
reason at all. 

Latterly its causes have been more 
. widely diverse. Admiral Dewey was 
presented with a loving-cup by Mayor 
Van Wyck beenuse he came home to 
the United States by way of the City 
of New York. We understand that 
Admiral Sampson is to have one be- 
cause the donors wish to emphasize 
the fact that, whether he was there 
or not, he was the architect of the 
Spanish misfortunes off Santiago on 
July 3, 1S98. Admiral Schley is to re- 
ceive one because his friends do not 
wish to be behind the friends of Ad- 
miral Sampson in the public expres- 
sion of their idea that Admiral Schley 
did it all. Sir Thomas Lipton received 
a cup because he is so radically differ- 
ent from Lord Dunraven, and Mr. 
Richard Harding Davis suggests that 
Mr. Iselin should be similarly honored 
because he was so vilely attacked by 
critics during the interesting series of 
fizzles which marked the beginning of 
the recent contest for the America’s 
Cup. 

Thus it will be seen that there is no 
definitely ascertained loving-cup germ. 
A man may get lovingcupitas from any 
one of a thousand causes, and it is a 
very happy disease in its results. The 
continued manufacture of the cups 
will not only settle the silver question 
by taking all of that commodity out 
of circulation, but will promote good 
feeling everywhere. 

To give or to receive a loving-cup 
makes a man happy and genial. When 
Admiral Dewey received his he beamed 
with joy from top to toe and was tol- 
erant as an indulgent father of a 
naughty son of Mayor Van Wyck’s 
efforts at speech-making in the pres- 
entation. In the act of giving it the 
Mayor became positively genial and 
courteous. Similarly, in the case of 
Admiral Sampson, it will promote in 
the Admiral’s soul a feeling of satis- 
faction. of content, which will more 
than ofTset the growing unhappiness 
which must have followed his realiza- 
tion that the fight was on while he 
was off; and Admiral Schley’s stern 
demeanor toward those who would 
trample all his laurels in the dust un- 
der the genial inlluence of the cup 
must relax materially. To Sir Thomas 
Lipton the cup that he "lifted’' will be 
a constant reminder of the esteem in 
which he is held by the American pen 
pie. and if Mr. Davis’s suggestion is 
acted upon Mr. Iselin will, no doubt, 
find forgiveness in his heart for those 
vain critics who intimated that he 
could not tell the difference between a 
club-topsail and a marlinspikc. 

There can be no doubt that had Mr. 
Chamberlain sent President Kruger 
loving-cup instead of an ultimatum the 
war in the Transvaal might have been 
delayed until the British troops were 
ready for the fray. 

Wherefore, hail to lovingcupitas. 
prince of diseases! May it wax con- 
tagious in the land, and may no mis- 
guided surgeon ever discover an oper- 
ation by which its growth shall be 
stayed. When we are all infected by 
its genial germs, then will the millen- 
ium be in our midst; the lion and the 
lamb will drink together; Bryan and 
McKinley will combine and go loving- 
ly a-junkoting, and happiness will be 
the lot of all mankind.

Tho children liavo 
a good time, judging by an ai tt lc writ, 
fen for tho snmc "woman’s edition’ 
by Grace Raymond Ilclmrd, wiiio lias 
been secretary of tihe Wyoming State 
Univordty far tho part eight years. 

Laat 3 r car f/lio was admitted to 1'ho 
Ear, a nd>, enviously enough, she was 
flic fimL woman In Wyoming to npply 
for sudh ndmu on, although women 
have 'had full suffrage there for Lhtrt.y- 
ono years. This ought, to relieve the 
lnimdis of some wiiio ftnr that If women 
airo allowed to vote they will all rush 
dm'jo law nnd medicine and dcer.rt do- 
ni'CMtic occupational, in 'her article on 
“Edu'o;it!on in Wyoming," Miss Hcb- 
ard says: 

“The United ^States Commissioner of 
Education snid^ ju.-t before Wyoming 
became n State: "Wyoming takes a 
UiLgli rank among tho Territories in ed- 
ucational matters, and there Is great 
Interest elbow n by tihe citizens in the 
effort to maintain the public schools al 
a Mgli Standard.” The census report 
for tlie same year. 1890, shows less 
Illiteracy In Wyoming than in any oth 
r.r State or Territory of the Union. 
[Wyoming at tills time had had equal 
suffrage for twenty years.] This con- 
dition exi'Mtcd ten years ago*, and the 
past decade lias witnessed no decline 
In educational affairs. Out of tho 
large number of Wyoming voluniteera 
who took part In our recent war, 
there Is not one who could not write 
his name when he enlisted. Of our 
thirteen. County Superintendents of 
Schools, tern are women.” 

Tho following point will he of In- 
terest to New York teachers: “Our 
statute law allows no direr' mi nation 
to ho made In pay on account of siex 
wlioa the persons arc qualified and 
the labor is the same.” Ono-fifith of 
tho teachers at the State University 
are women, and two cf them are pro- 
fessors. having full charge of the 
chairs they represent. 

This woman’s edition contains re- 
ports of the women’s clubs of Wyom- 
ing, the D. A. R.. tlie benevolent so- 
cieties, etc., from which it appears that 
/the women of tlie State, despite their 
being “burdened with the ballot,” 
find «s much time for good works and 
for social enjoyment as women else- 
where. Portraits of Mrs. Sloseon, Miss 
Hebard, and other prominent Wyom- 
ing women, show sense and Character 
in the features, but also as much wo- 
manliness and ns large a share of good 
looks as we find in tho portraits of wo- 
men In illustrated papers outside ol 
the equal suffrage States. 


I>r. Abbott on Oregon. 

Dr. Lyman Abbot publishes in tho 
New York Outlook a singularly one- 
sided and mis'loadiing editorial on tho 
pending equal suffrage amendment In 
Oregon. Ho saye: "Oregon has never 
eliown any leaning toward woman suf- 
frage.” Oregon has twice submitro l a 
suffrage amendment to the voters, 
whdle most Stales have as yet refused 
to submit the question even once. In 
the last Oregon Legislature, the voto 
for submission siloed 48 to G in tho 
House, and 25 to 1 in tlie Senate. Such 
a voto in the Legislature of New York 
or Massachusetts would ho thought 
to show a pretty marked “leaning to- 
ward woman suffrage.” 

»Dr. Abbott’s explanation of thi3 
large legislative majority Is more In- 
genious than probable. Two Legis- 
latures in succession mils' vote lo stib- 
mOt an amendment, and D;\ Abbo t 
thinks all the opponents of equal suf- 
frage is 4n the lafit Oregon Legisla- 
ture forgot that the previous Legisla- 
ture had done so! According to him, 
they meant to give woman suffrage 
“a merely complimentary vdte” tills 
time, ancl to defeat it in the naxt 
Legislature. New, considering that in 
Oregon, os elsewhere, all Hi' vicit us 
clemcinits of society arc keenly alive 
to Uiidr own Interests, and dread wo- 
man’s ballot worse linn the bubonic 
plague, it seems unlikely, to say the 
least, that no one should have Item 
found to remind the mem l era that tfha 
amendment had already parsed enn 
Legislature— if. indeed', they needed 
reminding. Certainly, If the opponents 
of suffrage In the Oregon Leg- 
islaturo were guilty of the 
mingled stupidity and hypocrisy 
that Dr. Abbott nttrlbuteil to 
them, they are quite unfit to inako 
laws for women, or for anybody else. 

However, there Is no need' to adopt 
this far- fetched explanation of their 
conduct. Tho legislative vote In Ore- 
gon., 'though large, was not so very 
much larger than the majorities given 
In some other Western Legislatures of 
laite years for a submission of tho 
question to the voters. Let the law- 
makers of Oregon he considered In- 
nocent of hypocrisy till they are 
proved guilty. — Woman's Journal.

It is owned by a stock company of six 
men, and contnins one foot of laud. i 
A few ycurs ago the question of liquor 
license was to be decided by a voto of 
the freeholders. A local politician 
deeded one foot of land to six men 
jointly, thus giving each of them a 
vote. But tho w (Jinan who possesses 
in her own right the largest lauded 
estate in Molina cannot vote. This Is 
one of tho anomulioa that tho Georgia 
Equal Suffrage Association is trying 
to cure.

EUROPE’S CHEAPEST FOOD. 

The cheapest food in Europe, consid- 
ering that It Is of good quality, Is prob- 
ably to be had in the restaurants at- 
tached to the homes for the nged pen- 
sioners of tho city of Vienna. 

Tho Poor Law Department of that 
city allows all citizens who are en- 
titled to it about twelve cents a day, 
and these are the juices and the arti- 
cles they will purchase: Half pint of 
various soups for one and one-half 
cents; beef cooked and’ without bones, j 
three and two-thirds ounces for three | 
and one-half cents; corn beef with | 
sauce, four and one-half ounces for | 
two and a half cents; roast veal, lamb 
or pork, five and one-half ounces for 
eight cents; smoked beef, two ounces 
for three cents; potatoes, cabbage, tur- i 
nips, etc., half pint for one cent; milk 
pudding, half pint for two cents; boiled 
puddings, four and one-hnlf ounces for 
one cent; old white wine, half pint, 
four cents; red wine, Half pint, six 
cents; beer, one and three-quarter 
jiints, three cents; milk, half pint, one 
and one-half cents, and coffee, half 
pint, two and one-half cents.

The Temple of Fame should bo conse- 
crated to the memory of those whose 
life work has been the seed that has 
brought forth good fruit for the Ameri- 
can nation.

Annual Y. M. C. A. meeting:. 

The annual meeting of the Newton Y. 
M. C. A. was held Wednesday evening in 
the association rooms, Nonantum building. 
The company present included many 
clergymen and members of the association. 
Nearly 300 persons sat down to sapper at 
6.45. 

S. M. Sayford, president of the associa- 
tion, presided, and Rev. O. S. Davis offered 
prayer. Addresses were delivered by Mr. 
J. R. W. Shapleighand Mr.Fred FI, Tucker, 
former presidents of the association, Hon. 
Gorham D. Gilman, Mrs. A. F. Emery, 
president of the women’s auxiliary, and 
General Secretary P. F. Parker. An enter- 
tainment was contributed by Messrs. Bacon 
and Ilunson, vocal soloists, and 11. M. 
Greenough, reader. 

At the business session President Saj- 
ford delivered this address: 

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

La 3 t summer the Young Men’s Christian 
Association was burdened with a debt of 
S44*)0. 

Today it has no debt, and has paid dur- 
ing the past six months all its bills when 
due, aud the treasurer’s report shows a 
balance on hand May 1 st of $242. 

This mo-t gratifying condition is due to 
the prompt and generous response of 169 
persons, 36 of whom paid the entire debt of 
$4000. To these friends, under God the 
association owes its life, and to them it 
tenders through its board of directors most 
hearty thanks. 

Were the spiritual results commensurate 
with the material prosperity, this occasion 
would be the gladdest in the history of the 
association. However, there is much on 
the strictly religions side of our organiza- 
tion which calls for deepest eratitude to 
God; indeed, all things considered, there 
are the best reasons why a steady advance 
should be made along ’tbe entire line of 
association effort. “In due season we shall 
reap, if welaint not," the word translated 
• aint is literally relax , “if we relax not we 
shall reap.” 

Yt-ars of experience in various official 
relati'»ns with local and -tate associations 
have forced upon tne the conviction tha: 
much of the best work in all such organiz- 
ations cannot be expressed iu figures or 
phraseology of annual report. 

Character building is somethin * like 
plant growth. The process is impercepti- 
ble. The development is observe! rather 
in the maturity of the plant thau in its 
steady, though sometimes interrupted pro- 
gress. This same principle holds in the 
growth of organized effort of philanthropic 
and religious enterprises. 

Our General Secretary. Mr. Pitt F. 
Parker, will have closet, the first of next 
September, five years of moat efficient ser- 
vice with our association. 

The following figures, which he furnishes 
from tbe records, answer, effectively the 
pessimistic questions of the few people 
who have always doubted the wisdom of 
any attempt to prosecute such a work in 
such a community as ours: 

Oct. l, 1M4, there were 9 boys paying an 
annual fee o! $1 ; 15 young men paying an 
annual tee of $2; 72 oilier men contributing 
in sums from $2 and upwards; 10 women 
contributing 52 each. 

May 1st, 1900, there were 40 boys paying 
from $1 to $4 each; Hymen paying from $2 
to $7 each; 99 men contributing tu sums 
from 55 to $200; 7 women contributing $5 
or more each ; 142 auxiliary members pay. 
ing $1 each. 

Oct l, 1894, we had 96 men und boys 
identified with the association. 

May 1, KM), we have 2.V\ or a gain of 102. 
We desire to thus publicly expre» cur 
hearty thanks to the Woman’s Auxiliary, 
whose patieut, persistent and efficient co- 
operation places the association under a 
debt of gratitude which can onl> be paid 
by our continued aud increasing. y earnc.-t 
efforts in beltilf ut the boys and young 
men of Newton.

Monday evening’* meellng convened pre- 
cisely at 7.45. with President Bally in the 
chi.lr. During the session, which by the 
way wns not of more than common im- 
portance, there was considerable discus- 
sion on the legality of two orders for sewer 
construction in Newton Lower Falls. As 
a matter of fact this subject wns the chief 
feature of the meeting. 

There appt nred before the aldermen 
representatives of the school board who 
urged the need of increased accommoda- 
tions at the Williams building on Hancock 
street, Auburndale. Chairman Hardy ol 
the school board and head master Godfrey 
of the Williams school were among the 
speakers. It was decidtd that board should 
take no action in the matter until n meeting 
of Anburndale residents had been held to 
determine the proper site for a new build- 
ing or whether or not it was expedient to 
constrnct an addition to the present build- 
ing. The vote of Anburndale citizens will 
doubtless govern the action of the board. 

Residents of Chestnut Hill asked that 
the board consider the advisability of 
erecting a school house in that place. The 
petition was referred to the public pro- 
p rty committee. 

Two petitions were received from local 
street railway companies for locations in 
identically the same streets. The Newton 
Street Railway Company, the oldest com- 
pany in the city, and the Waltham Street 
Railway Company, recently organized, 
petitioned for right to lay trucks between 
this city and Wulthum on Waltham, Crafts 
and Walnut streets. Hearings on these 
petitions weie ordered before the board for 
dune 4. 

Aeent Hnrry A. Stone of the board of 
health was confirmed a constable and Mr, 
Arthur Hudson was reuppoiuted iuspector 
of milk. 

Communications were received from the 
town clerk of Watertown and the town 
clerk of Brookline regarding the perambu- 
lation of the boundary lines between New- 
ton and those places. The boundary lines 
between Watertown and Newton will be 
perambulated June 2 , but the date fora 
similar operation on the Brookline bound- 
ary has not yet been decided upon. 

Somebody’s mistuke was responsible for 
the delay of a comparatively important 
matter us well as considerable amusement. 
A communication wus received from Build- 
ings Commissioner George H. Elder notify- 
ing the board that the Commonwealth 
Avenue Street Railway Company desired 
to erect a wooden building for battery 
storage on land in front ot the power house 
on Homer street. 

On Alderman Stiekney’s motion the 
board was about to vote that the permit be 
granted when Alderman Weeks gave as 
his opinion that the petition should have 
been made by the Newton & Boston Street 
Railway Company as they owned the land. 

Finally President Baily instructed City 
Messenger Wellington to interview Build- 
ings Commissioner Elder and likewise Mr. 
II. B. Parker, president of the Newton it 
Boston Street Railway. Th^re was a broud 
smile when Mr. Wellington returned in a 
few minutes and announced that Mr. Elder 
had said the name of Commonwealth 
Avenue Street Railway was correct while 
Mr. Parker hud said in response to the 
query of the city messenger thut the name 
of the Newton it Boston Street Railway 
was correct 

It was decided to refer the petition to the 
license committee, and in the meantime the 
misunderstanding will be adjusted. 

The buildings commissioner notified the 
board thut J. It. Robertson had petitioned 
for permission to erect a frume building to 
be used as u canoe factory. In addition to 
this he desired to erect a brick boiler 
house. Both petitions were referred to the 
license committee. 

A communication was received from the 
school board asking thut $1,500 be appro- 
priu ed for black bourds and ul>o that sufli- 
cient money be appropriated tor the tinting 
id the walls of various school buildings. 
The communications were received. 

Petitions were received for street lights 
and concrete sidewulks, the lutler on Elm- 
hurst road, Paul street, Erie uvenue, Oak- 
leigh road, Sumner street ami Charlesbank 
road, 1 

A communication was received from 
John J. Smith concerning tlunmge which it 
was alleged was being done his land on 
Elliot street on account of sewer construc- 
tion. Communication referred. 

There were petitions for street watering 
on Franklin street, Oxford and Browning 
roads. 

E. J. Hyde’s petition for auctioneer’s 
license, C. E. McWain’s petition for per- 
mission to sell gun powder, together with 
several similar petitions, were leferred to 
the license committee. 

There were a number of requests for 
street lights and also petitions lor pole loca- 
tions, the latter coming from the gas, elec- 
tric and telephone companies. These were 
referred to the street light committee and 
bearings before that body ordered. 

A petition was received from Madison 
avenue residents setting forth these inter- 
est iug facts : That when the avenue w as 
laid out and made a public thorougbfaie 
certain tietiermeuts were levied; that 
several of the residents paid their respec- 
tive assessments while others neglected to; 
that tiie time limit having expired the city 
m»w had no power to collect from the de- 
linquent ones. The petitioners asked that 
inasmuch as the city hud not collected from 
a 11 of the Madison uv« nue property owners, 
the) be refunded the money paid by them 
m betterments. It wus decided to give the 
matter u committee hem iug ul some fulute 
dale. 

HEARINGS. 

There were bearings on the orders for 
taking lund for sewers in Crescent street, 
Oak avenue and pri vate land betw een Web- 
ster and Bolder streets.

The auditing committee’s report came up 
under the head of unfinished business. It 
was decided not to consider it until the 
sewer orders had been disposed of. 

MOTIONS, ORDERS, ETC’, 

Onlers were introduced for Inking land 
for sewer purposes on Oak avenue, be- 
tween Webster and Border streets, Ward it; 
Crescent street. Wauls 3 and 4, and author- 
izing sewer construction from New Wales 
street to end of Qulnftbequin road, Ward 5, 
and ft mn end of Quluobequln road to 
Boylston road, Ward 5. 

Alderman Lyman -1 move that a single 
order be prepared to embrace this work 
from Wales street to Boylston street. It 
occupies a location through land belonging 
to the Commonwealth, and there is no good 
reason why it should be divided into two 
sections. In considering these two orders 
together, I would move to amend or else 
start a new order and embody the entire 
length covered in these two orders. 

Alderman Dana— I should like to inquire 
of tiie gentleman, the object of the motion. 

Alderman Ljmati -What is the use of 
making two bites of a cherry when there 
is no reason for it. 

Alderman Brown — I would like to nsk 
what the object was in putting it in m the 
form of two orders, instead of one. 

Alderman Hutchinson— I would like to 
say that 1 think it was done in this way, at 
the suggestion of t lie city solicitor, as part 
of tiie work lias been done, and part re- 
mains to be done, and there w as some 
possibility as to a question in regard to the 
a sessments. 

Aldermun Lyman— I don’t doubt live last 
part of that statement at all. 1 think some 
question may arise in regard to the assess- 
ments. If the opinion ot the city solicitor 
is so strong that he has formed in his mind 
a difficulty over the condition of things 
there, and has thought to avoid it by 
putting in these two orders , -1 think my 
point is well taken, and I think the two 
orders ought to be embraced in one. I 
think there is no valid reason why the 
separation should occur. The park laud 
extends from beyond where this work was 
commenced to Boylston street, and the 
location of the sewer is through park land. 

I claim that this entile work should be em- 
braced in one order, aud it will not come in 
any better form to have them worked 
separately. 

Alderman Chesley— I have been on this 
committee for two years or so, and 1 remem- 
ber ubout two years ago tiie board voted to 
build a line of sewer trom the Lower Falls 
to the Upper Falls. At that time we ex- 
pected to have to seize the land for the 
sewer. We did so from Washington to 
Wales street, and in the mean time the 
Metropolitan I’urk took the land for park 
purposes, and tiie city engineer went and 
saw them, and they gave the city the right 
to build a sewer up through there, but by 
some oversight the order was never put 
through for the construction of the sewer 
from Washington street. It is now built 
two thirds of the way to the Upper Falls, 
aud they have been obliged on account of 
no order having gone through, to suspend 
work. 1 hope that this order will go 
through tonight, as the need is au urgent 
one. 

Alderman Lyman— I have no intention 
of placing in the way anything to obstruct 
the ouilding of this sewer, but the begin- 
ning was wrong, and it is wrong now, und 
I think this is a good time to correct the 
wrong. What do we gain by undertaking 
some method tliut is unreasonable and that 
is unwarranted, 1 think the caprice of 
those whose interests are foreign certainly 
cannot be us great as those whose interests 
are immediate, aud so fur as the matter of 
a main sewer from the Lower to tiie Upper 
Falls is concerned, no member has been a 
stronger advocate than I. If we have got 
to go through in an illegal way, I do not in- 
tend to support it. This work has never 
been done w ith economy to the tax payer. 
This work has cost the city more money 
than would be required for tiie same 
amount of work if it bad been carried on 
with greater diligence, uud 1 do not feel 
that 1 am exaggerating one particle w hen 1 
say, thut so far us time is concerned, from 
the time that the people of Upper Falls 
petitioned for the sewer, which must be 
tiie outlet for that village, there ha.- elapsed 
sufficient time to build over three times the 
length at no increase of co*t. The method 
employed has been to retain all lie super- 
visory intelligence. There lias been re- 
tained, all tiie foremen, all of tiie inspec- 
tion, and in fact everything except the 
muscle md brawn that is most necessary to 
carry on work of this character. 'Mr. 
President, I move these two orders that 
have been presented here, be amended by 
embracing them in a single order. 

The motion was not seconded. 

President Baily— The motion not being 
seconded, the question conies on the adop- 
tion of the original orders. 

Alderman Lyman-1 enter a charter ob- 
jection. 

Alderman Warren — I fail to see any harm 
particularly, in carrying it through this 
evening in one order. 

President Bailey — Does tiie uidermun 
from Waid 4 withdraw his charter objec- 
tion? 

Aldermau Lyman— In place of this iu- 
difference so strongly expressed, J w ould 
like to have the aldermen state their differ- 
ences. 

Alderman Dana -It seems very import- 
ant to me thut tills order should go through 
tonight. As I understand it, the work has 
been suspended until w e get authority to 
go ahead. Now 1 have been uuuble to 
understand what benefit is to accrue tho 
city, from the union of these two orders, 
i have listened very carefully to w lmt has 
been said, aud 1 do not see that it lias been 
pointed out to the board where tiie gain 
w ill be by such a union, uud if nothing is 
to be gained, l see no objection to their go- 
ing in separately. if however, tiie gentle- 
man is of the opinion that something is to 
be gained, then 1 should he in favor of 
finding out what it was before I voted to 
unite these orders, aud should be in favor 
of sending for tiie City Solicitor, and if in 
tiie opinion of the City Solicitor nothing 
can be lost by unifying tiie orders, J should 
be in favor of unifying them, but it seems 
to me it ought to be carried through this 
evening. I wish the gentleman from Ward 
4 would state u little more specifically whut 
the advantage would be to the city if these 
orders were unified, if by unifying them 
it w ould Injure Hie city, 1 do not think it 
would be wi e to unify them, but before 
the matter c ones to vote, ! think the gen 
tleiuan from Wurd 4 ought to stale more 
specifically, his objection. 

Alderman Lyman — 1 lie gentleman from 
Ward 7 is not sure what the gain would be 
if these orders were unified; 1 would like 
to answer his question by asking him one. 
"Whut is the gain by tiie present condition 
of keeping these orders separate? Wlmt is 
the purpose of their being held separate .”' 

Alderman Dana— 1 w ill not answer that 
question by usking another, hut 1 will 
answer the question as far as 1 can. 1 do 
not know that there is any advuntuge in 
keeping them upait, although one of tiie 
members of tiie sewer committee mi> * it is 
the opinion of the City Solicitor that these 
should be kept sepaiule. i should like to 
have tiie City Solicitor state to the board 
wlmt it is, and if lie says there is au ad- 
vantage to be gained by keeping them 
sepai ate, so far as 1 am personally con- 
cerned, 1 shall follow his advice, if he 
says it makes no difference, 1 should be iu 
favor of unifying them. The finance com- 
mittee is going to take a recess uud 1 would 
suggest that this matter be laid aside tem- 
porarily, und the City Solicitor sent for. 

Alderman Weed— I would like to ask to 
have the order read again. (The City Clerk 
read the order ) 

Alderman Weed— I desire to rise to the 
point of order, thut after being read, it 
should be referred to the committee ou 
finance. 

President Bully— The cliuir rules thut 
under thut section, tiie point made by the 
uidermun from Wurd 7 is well taken. 

These orders were so referred. 


An order wns introduced authorizing the 
Street Commissioner to locate street lights 
on Bnwdoln street. 

Alderman Lowell- Under your recent 
ruling should not this bo referred to the 
flnnnce committee? 

President Bally - The ehalr supposes that 
the appropriation inuliuhd in the monthly 
appropr nation, takes enre of anything of 
tli is sort. 

Alderman Warren— There Is enough in 
the amount voted at the last meeting to 
take care of that. 

President Baily— 1 These orders have al- 
ways been passed without reference to the 
finance committee, and the chair presumes 
it was done bemuse there was an item in 
the monthly order which pays the bills. 

The question then came on tiie adoption 
of the order. A vote w as taken standing 
17 yeas, 4 absent.

An order was introduced for laj ing water 
main in Cornell street. Oak terrace. Ossipee 
street and Ossipee plnce, at an estimated 
cost of $1825, to be charged to the water 
construction account. 

It was then voted to suspend the rules, 
and the question came on the ndnption of 
the order. A vote was taken standing 17 
yeas, 4 absent. 

An order was introduced appropriating 
$42 for land damages on Watertown street. 
The same was adopted. 

An order was introduced appropriating 
$150 for settlement of claim of Asahel 
Wheeler. The same was referied to the 
finance committee. 

Alderman Dana— In view of the fact that 
Alderman Lothrop desires to go early, and 
I desire to hold u meeting of the finance 
committee, I will ask that oneof the orders 
which is upon the table, in which I am in- 
terested, be taken up now, so I may say 
what 1 wish before he goes. It is in re- 
gard to the settlement of tho claim of Lum a 
B. Felton. 

1 do not intend to enter into any lengthy 
discussion of this matter, but simply to 
uluce myself ou record. 1 do however 
want to call the attention of the bourd to 
these facts, that the matter was presented 
to the board of 18!)8, ami after a long and 
tedious debate, it was voted 10 to 7 that the 
assessment should not be abated, and that 
no compromise should be made. I sup- 
posed thut was tho last of it, but it came 
up again in 1899, and tiie vote of the board 
was 10 to 7, against thp compromise, and I 
supposed that being the second time it had 
come up, we should not hear of it again, 
but now it is before us again. 

Alderman Weed— I am not going back of 
1809, for I was not here, but 1 do know 
what happened iu that year. I find that in 
1897 the drain was constructed by the 
Board of Health, and one half of the cost 
was levied on Mrs. Felton, and a portion of 
tiie cost' was levied on some of the estates 
in the vicinity. The estimated cost I think 
was $989. and the amount of tiie bill was 
$783. 1 do not know how to account for 

the difference. Mrs. Felton thought this 
assessment unjust, and brought a suit 
against the city, which is still pending, 
claiming damages for changing the wuter 
course. 

Alderman Dana— I only want to say two 
words— the land thut has been drained by 
the Board of Health was done under the 
statute which states it is wet. rotten and 
sponge y land. The damages to this kiud of 
lund cannot he very great. 

President Baily - The question now’ comes 
on the adoption of the order. 

Aldermun Dana— I ask for yeas and navs.

Alderman Weeks— Does tiie chairman of 
the finance committee think that the inter- 
est of the city will suffer if these matters 
are not acted upon tonight? 

Alderman Dana - I should not have made 
the motion unless there were interests 
which would sutler. 1 was told that the 
sewer department was rather short and 
that they desired action upon tiie order re- 
ported on by the committee on sewers. 

The other matter, concerning which 
Alderman Lyman spoke, ought also to be 
settled this evening. 

Alderman Ljmuii-Do i understand tliut 
tiie chairman of the finance committee in- 
tends to consider the two orders with the 
charter objection? 

Aldermun Dana-I will try to make my- 
self better understood. If the City Solici- 
tor informs the committee that there is no 
injury to accrue to the city by undying the 
orders, then I think the gentleman will be 
willing to withdraw his charter objection 
and I think that would be a wise tiling to 
do. I do not know of any other way we 
can dispose of the charter objection. I 
should be happy to do this If i could do it 
without injuring the city. 

Alderman Lyman — 1 would like to usk 
tiie president lor information as to why 
these orders appear at this time. Tiie 
work for which they call has been practi- 
cally finished, and it covers from a mile and 
a half to a mile aud three quarters in length. 
Why have these orders appeared at this 
time instead of eighteen mouths ago. 

Alderman Weed— I rise to a point of 
order. 

President Baily -1 understand that Al- 
derman Dana’s motion is for the committee 
on finance to retire. 

A recess wus then taken by the bourd 
while the fiuauce committee held its sit- 
ting. 

The finance committee returns. 

Aldermun Dana — The committee on fi- 
nance reports favorably on the several 
orders which ure upon the desk of the 
chairman. 

Order authorizing sewer construction in 
Crescent street. A vote taken standing 17 
yms, 4 absent. 

Order authorizing sewer construction in 
Oak avenue. A vote wus takeu standing 
Iff jeas, 5 abseut. 

Order authorizing sewer constiuction in 
Luke avenue, Lakewood road aud Norman 
road. A vole wus tukeu standing in yeas, 
ff absent. 

Alderman Dana— The City Solicitor in- 
formed the committee ou fiuuiicu there was 
no legal objection to unify ing the two orders 
in question, uud the committee reports the 
orders so unified. It reads ul present: 

• From private land neur Wales street to 
Boylston street.” 

Alderman Lyman— What is Hie occasion 
fur presenting thut order at this time? 

Alderman liana — We supposed thut tiie 
purpose was explained, it is to authorize 
Hie construction of the sewer from the 
Lower Fulls to the Upper Falls. Part of 
it lias already been constructed, but this is 
in regard to Hie putt that has not been 
coiisii acted. 

Alderman Lyman-1 would like to usk if 
there is any communication from His 
Honor the Mayor.or any paper of any kind 
thut has not been read iu regard to this? 

The work tliut this report covers is be- 
fore this board by its own announcement. 
Whut information lias this board to uccept 
this report or to entertain its consideration. 
From w lienee docs it arise? 

Alderman Dauu— The report or double 
order came in on recommendation of tho 
sewer committee, after the sewer com- 
mittee hud considered the matter under 
direction of the boa id of uldermeu. The 
comiu'ttee on sewers made this report tiiis 
evening. There seems lo me to lie just as 
much reason for the adoption of this order 
as there is for the adoption of any order 
that comes before this .bourd from the com- 
mittee on sewers. 

Aldennau Lyuiun— I usk uguin, from 
whence does tins order arise? by whutuu- 
thority is it before tiiis board? Tiie work 
us bus been stated is purtly completed, it 
is largely completed, aud for this no author- 
ity bus ever been given und without any 
authority tiiis work has been done; Hie 
public funds have been used, uml we might 


say, without authority. Now tho ohftrtor 
provides a certain way for such matters to 
bo brought before this board. 

Alderman Lyman then read from section 
Iff of the charter as follows: ‘‘Tiie mayor 
may, in writing, suspend any executive 
officer on any work, and ho shall at once 
report his action and his reasons therefor 
to the board of aldermen. The suspension 
of any such officer shall, in fifteen days 
after said report h made, he a removal, un- 
less within Hint time ho asks for a hearing 
before the board, which shall foithwlth be 
granted,” etc. 

Now wlmt information has this board 
received that work Ims been suspended, or 
that it has proceeded without authority. I 
am not aware that there has been any com- 
munication from the mayor notify ing tiiis 
board that work lias been carried on with- 
out authority, or that he has suspended 
work. The clinir lias so stated and yet this 
board undertakes to consider an order 
which has simply upon it a smothering 
cloak to cover Hie faults for which this 
board is not at fault, ami I uphold that we 
are belittling our dignity. 1 am not ques- 
tioning the propriety of digging this sower, 
but it should be done In the proper way. 
I think to consider that order, without first 
having the thing brought to our notice 
officially, is a little preconceived. 

Alderman Fitzpatrick — Will the gentle- 
man plense define what he thinks is the 
proper way? 

Alderman Lyman- 1 will gladly do so. 
It is tiie duty of the mayor to inform this 
board that there has been carried on work 
which has not been authorized, und to state 
his reasons therefor. It is the duty which 
he owes to this board to inform us offi- 
cially of what has been going on ; but there 
is no use for us to try to pass over this fact 
and conceal it. 

Alderman Dana— As the gentleman from 
Ward 4 has raised a legal question, 1 can- 
not agree with him. As 1 understand it, lie 
refers to section iff of tiie charter. I f work 
has been carried on without authority, it 
was done by a mistake. Now it does not 
seem to tne that tho mayor would be hound 
by these provisions of the charter to report 
to Hie bourd of aldermen. 1 think as far 
as I am concerned that the order ought to 
be passed, and I cannot see what gain there 
can be by delay. 

Alderman Lyman— If I understand the 
gentleman fr..m Ward 7 correctly, a report 
from His Honor the Mayor in regard to 
work suspended is not necessary. Would 
it not be better then to petition the legisla- 
ture to cuncel the charter so that the mayor 
will not be obliged to report anything. 
Now ir the mayor has been doing some 
tiling that he ought to bo ashamed of, I 
think lie ought to be mau enough to come 
out and own it. If he has done something 
he is proud of. he ought to be man enough 
to stand up for that. I do think he has 
been neglectful in ills duties, and J do not 
think that the dignity of this board should 
be degraded in upholding the executive of 
his city in any such way. I would like to 
know what military officer would uphold a 
subordinate in any such manner, and why 
should we here undertake to shield the 
executive department without an explana- 
tion of Hie facts. 

President Bully— The question is on the 
adoption of the order. m 

Alderman Lyman— In the absence of any 
communication from the mayor, I enter a 
oh»rter objection. 

President Baily— 1 The order goes over. 

Alderman Lyman said: ”1 ask that it bo 
referred to the finance commjjtee.” it was 
not referred however. 

‘•Ordered that His Honor tho Mayor pur- 
chase the adjoining lot to the new tire 
station in Lower Fulls for tiie sum of $ 200 , 
Hie amount to be taken from the appropri- 
ation for the new fire station.” Referred 
to the committee on finance. 

These orders were adopted: Appropria- 
ting $2500 for contagious diseases; appro- 
priating $52,925 for city expenses during 
May; authorizing the issue aud sale of 
$25000 sewer bonds ;for the perambulation of 
the Wuteitown and Brookline lines at such 
time as maybe unreeii upon, the expense 
of tiie same to be charged to the appropria- 
tion for iu iscelluueoiis expenses. 

Alueruian Dana— 1 want to request hit 
Hie committee on rules consider Hit al 
visabilityot providing a rule whereby or- 
ders, which under one of our rules are 
r (pi i red to be referred to the committee on 
finance, may, after they have been acted 
upon by the various committees, be referred 
directly to those committees. Thut is to 
say, if the sewer committee meets say Wed- 
nesday of next week and refers certuin or- 
der.- to the finance committee, they can be 
acted upon by tiie finance committee at 
their meeting, and not have to be referred 
to this board before they can be referred to 
the e uilliiiltee. 

P.e-ident Baily— The chair would sug- 
gest that he move to amend rules and oi- 
dinunces under section 8 . 

Ordered: Thut the sum of $3000 be 
appropriated for furnishing two rooms in 
the Wuhan school house. Referred to com- 
mittee ou finance. 

Orders were udnpted for sidewulks on 
the following streets: liraemore road, 
Chestnut street, Highland street and Foun- 
tain street. 

Also for crossings on tiie following 
streets: Bowers street, Newtonville Aven- 
ue, Chestnut street. Beacon street, Wood- 
ward street und Oxford road. 

Ordered ; That the Newton A: Watertown 
Gas Light company lias petitioned for 
poles on Erie avenue, Bowdoin street und 
Moutfnrt road. Adopted. 

Order: Grunting N. E. Telephone and 
Telegraph company pole locutions on 
Bowen street. Adopted. 

There being no further business, tiie 
meeting adjourned ut 10 20 o’clock.

Another new school house is asked for 
I from an unexpected quarter. It seems that 
1 Chestnut Hill has never had a solioolhouse, 
and its residents have had to either send 
their young children to a private school, 
or else send them all the way to Newton 
Centre. The last few years, since the 
boulevard was opened, the population of 
that district has grown wonderfully and 
now there Is a loud call for the privileges 
that every other section enjoys. A peti- 
tion has been sent to the bonrd of alder- 
men for a new school house, and there is 
certainly no good reason against granting 
it and building a house as soon as possible, 
so that a primary school at least might be 
started there with provision for the high- 
er grades in the near future. This will re- 
lieve the pressure on the Newton Centre 
schools so that possibly their present 
school buildings would answer for some 
years to come. It is certainly surprising 
thnt the Chestnut Hill people have not 
asked for school privileges long before 
this, as they have been entitled to them. But 
they probably feel that it can no longer be 
put off without interfering with the 
growth of that section, and therefore they 
ask forUmmediate action. 


T11E CONGRESSIONAL NOMINATION 


There seems to be no opposition to the 
nomination of Mr. Samuel L. Powers for 
Congress, or at least none that 1ms as yet 
promised to be of any importance. The 
Newton delegates aro said to be unanimous 
in his favor, which is a decided change 
from previous years when a Newton man 
was a candidate, and every thing seems to 
te running as smoothly as a new automo- 
bile. Col. Benton and Mr. Murrey, the dis- 
trict delegates to the natioual convention 
have both deolared themselves in favor of 
Mr. Powers and are expected to be active 
in the interest of his candidacy. 

The district was rather peculiarly made 
up at the last rearrangement, and now 
tikes in parts of Suffolk county, Middlesex, 
Worcester, Norfolk and Bristol counties, 
the object being to make it safely Republi- 
can.

LOCAL OPTION BILL. 


When tho bill for local option in regard 
to taxation came before the legislature of 
Massachusetts on the report of the commit- 
tee on taxation, "leave to withdraw," Mr. 
Dean of Wakefield, for three years a mem- 
ber of committee on taxation, moved to 
amend by a reference to the next General 
Court, in support of this motion he said, 
"there is food for reflection in this proposi- 
tion for local option in taxation. Inas- 
much as the legislature has fulled to liud a 
remedy for the admittedly unequal and un- 
just distribution of tax burdens, there is 
now u demand that the people by local 
option should themselves be giveu an 
opportunity to find a remedy. 

There appeurs to be u demand for further 
consideration of this subject. The people 
w ho advocate this measure do uot appear 
to have any selfish Interest to serve. They 
give their time and thought freely for what 
they believe to be the public welfare. They 
bring a fund of valuable information to 
the study of these interesting problems of 
taxutlou, which is of public buuetit. They 
seek to simplify and bring us buck to first 
principles and scientific methods in w hat 
has come to be u complex problem." The 
House by a unanimous vote umeiided the 
report of the committee, uud the Local 
i iption bill w as referred to the next General 
Court. The bill thus gets a standing be- 
fore the uext legislature.

Aetku a hard fight of some four years, 
the wheelmen have triumphed, and a law 
has been passed requiring all railroads in 
the state to carry wheels free as baggage, 
for any distance where the fare is 10 cents 
or more.

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THE LEGISLATURE. 


ilSpecinl Legislative Corre.q .mulence.J 
Boston, May 0. 

It Is Voluble nt tills time to look back 
over a week ami see that the legislature 
has really made n little progress. Unless 
it should happen that bills are substituted 
for certain adverse reports, those adverse 
reports mhan, of course, that so much leg- 
islation which has been proposed is out of 
w ay for good. For instance, the commit- 
tee on metropolitan atTairs has unanimous- 
ly reported leave to w ithdraw upon the pe- 
tition of Mr. New ton of Everett, that the 
whole State be put into the tnetropulit m 
disttict. This is a remarkable report for 
the committee to make, as it needs no ar- 
gument to show that the interests of the 
so-called metropolitan district would be 
subserved by the passage of such a hill. 

As the writer has heretofore explained, 
the metropobtan district would have to 
pay in the viciuity of so per cent of the 
t.tx, were the State at large to be assessed 
instead of the district alone. Perhaps the 
committee felt that the result of such ac- 
tion would he a great demand from various 
Motions of the .State for a taking of public 
reservations under the metropolitan park 
tut. This would bo only fairness if they 
were to pay one-fifth or one-fourth of the 
expense. The theory of the metropolitan 
park movement, of course, win to reserve 
such open spaces ns remained, in order 
that a century hence, when Boston and 
its environs are much more densely popu- 
lated than at present, there would still be 
w ide spaces where one could go and enjoy 
the fresh air, the green glass and the 
trees, as well as the ocean breezes. After 
looking the ground ail over, evidently, the 
desires of Everett. I.ynn, Boston and 
other places in the district did not weigh 
seriously with the committee. 

Another tulle-stone in the legislative 
w ork, or perhaps 1 should say u turning 
poiut, was reached when on Friday lust 
the final arguments were made in the 
metropolitan water investigation. Col. 
Benton made a sensible address to the com- 
mittee, pointing out that practically all the 
compluiut has come from one tow n, Clin- 
ton, and that that town was far from 
unanimous in its sentiments. Mr. Choate, 
on the other hand, made an eann.st argu- 
ment for a change; among other things, 
suggesting that there should be a cliau^e 
in the personnel of the water board, or at 
auy rate, a change in Its chairman; and 
second, .legislation to give the district 
around the Wuchusett reservoir a repre- 
sentative on the water board. This could 
be -done uuder that portion of the laws 
which provides that one member of the 
board may be from outside tile metropoli- 
tan district. Third, Mr. Choate advocated a 
prohibition of contractors doing public 
work from making acceptance of board or 
lodging from themselves a condition for 
employtueut of laborers. This might not 
do aw ay with the “shanty” system, but it 
would ameliorate conditions. * And fourth, 

Mr. Choate thought that preference should 
be given Massachusetts contractors. He 
also thought that it should become obliga- 
tory on the board to personally see to en- 
forcement of the laws, perUiulug to its 
work, prohibiting the employment of alien 
labor by the padrone system, with the 
evils therew ith connected 
It will be a very remarkable thing if any 
legislation of a revolutionary character 
cuuies from this investigation. A very 
strong committee lias spent many w»ar\ 
weeks listening to tue eiiiiunce, and after 
it Lull in, the impress mu left uppears to 
be that there were no very serious abuses. 

that whatever legislation nmy be re- 
ported, will be simpiy of a oofrectiouary 
character. Chairman Sprague of the 
water board is a sick man at present, and 
perhaps would be glad to get out from 
under this heavy loud, could he have any- 
thing in the nature of a vindication through 
. rite report of the committee. Time will 
tell. 

The House lias been considering the hi 1 
to establish a nnitbnn fare ot tw o cents a 
mile upon the railroads of the Common- 
wealth. This, of course, would be a line 
tiling for people who live at quite a dis- 
tance fiom Boston, but it would be just the 
opposite lor the average subuibunite; to 
• illustrate, the Boston, Kevere Beach and 
Lynn II. It., charges lo cents Irmn Boston 
to Linn, and live cents from Boston or 
Lynn to Bevere Beach. This is ubout one 
ct.ut a mile. The price to Waltham and 
other points 10 uiiLs from Boston is at just 
about the same rate per mile; a uniform 
lute of two cents per ndle, therefore, 
would double the fares from many points 
jh Bostou. It is evident that the title of 
this bill, which was lor so many years ad- 
vocated by your former represent alive, 
Mr. Estabrook, is misleading, us the text 
says tile fate shall “not exceed” two 
cents, which i» a very different thing from 
a uniform rate, unless the milroads take 
advantage ot t'io situation, and make the 
lu' e uniform Lo all points tney serve. 

Mr. Smith of Waltham endeavored to 
meet these conditions by an amendment to 
nuke the rate apply only on trips or more 
than tiO miles in length, but Mr. Blood oi 
Fitchburg, clerk of ttie railroad committee, 
and son of the former president of the 
Boston, Clinton and Fitchburg road, raise I 
two points of order ttguuist it, that, it w ould 
make a special instead of a general bill of 
tbe measure, and that such a bill should 
come in ou petition rather than as a bill on 
leuve. These points were ruled against 
and the bill is now in the engrossment 
stage. 

This suggests the fact that Speaker 
M}ers lias been having a number of poiuts 
of ord.ii for decision recently. When a 
point is raised, as u inle, the matter is 
laid upon the table to give the speaker tune 
to consider. Uue oi the most intimate 
questions w hich has coiue up is as to the 
telephone bill, in w hich your fellow citizen, 
.Samuel L, l’uwers, is supnosed to be vital- 
ly Intel eated, Boine pfeoplu thought that it 
would be u wise tiling to cut out of the 
Ineusui e the privilege giuuted to the gas 
and electric light commissioners to have 
haul authority to decide questions concern- 
ing franchises in cities ami tow us. Against 
this uuieudmelit the poiut w as lutseU mat 
it it prevail ;tl, it would bioaden the scope 
of the bill, flow a part of the bill could 
be bigger than the whole of the bid seHimd 
a conundrum, ami yet the average man who 
thought H over could sen that this wus 
ti ue, because to take away this authority 
gave local authorities concuirent jurisdic- 
tion with the bomd, which they did not 
s.-e n lo Jiuve uuder u law winch simply 
pel mit them to petition the board to act.

We are told Unit ‘of Mr. Luwrenod of 
tiie Pittsfield district there is good expec- 
tation.” "it is agreed lliul the Democrats 
have a first class man iu the successor to 
Mr. Walker iu the Worcester dlstric f , but 
he is likely to be elected again.” Repre- 
sentative Greene of Fail River uml the 13th 
district, aud Mr. Weymouth of Fitchburg 
uml the 4th district— who "is about to re- 
tire to uccept a more congenial position”— 
are set down as ciphers, while Mr. Roberts 
of Chelsea aud the 7th district has earned 
tiie distiuu.iou of being tiie feeblest uml 
clieupest member fioiu Massachusetts. But 
while Mr. Mouroe takes some comfort in 
Messrs. Moody, McCall uud Giilett, "the 
state needs some other men to join them. 
It should seek out another Mr. Littlefield 
of Maine, uml give Massachusetts the 
credit of presenting him to the nation.”

CRIME AMONG 

THE RICH. 

Ity Trof. I onibiOsO, Ciimincbgisie 

Those who nssort ns n matter of 
course that criminality Is always an 
effect of poverty have not studied the 
other side of the question that in 
which crime Is an effect of wealth. 

Wealth may conduet to either vice 
or virtue, according t<» the character of 
Its possessors, and this Is especially 
true of great wealth, which, like great 
power and too much education, may 
become natural Instruments of dospera- 
tlsm. 

In America some of the States most 
prone to crimes are rich. Tn the rich- 
est, for instance, Rhode Island ($200 tc 
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each Inhabitant), there Is a large num- 
ber of crimes, 0.11; in Massachusetts, 
with almost equnl wealth ($900) there If- 
double the amount of crime, 0.20, about 
the same proportion as that of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, where the wealth is 
only $100. Some poor countries, like 
Dakota ($30 per individual), Alabama 
($20), New Mexico ($20), show the very 
lowest amount of criminality. 

In France and Italy criminality in- 
creases in proportion to the increase of 
industrial wealth. 

Poverty may and does often Impel to 
certnln crimes, especially theft, but 
wealth in Its turn is a source of de- 
generation on account of many causes. 
It urges to crime through vanity, 
through that terrible desire to "cut a 
figure In the world,” which is one of 
the greatest causes of crime against 
poverty. 

Another point that should not be for- 
gotten in comparing the crimes com- 
mitted by the rich and the poor is that 
the poor are far more numerous than 
the rich, and besides, which is more to 
the purpose, the rich purchase im- 
munity fiom punishment, especially in 
political life. 

When the Ministers In Italy, for In- 
stance, were found r.uilty of crimes, it 
was not at all difficult for them to es- 
cape the penalty. 


The Boy and His Bookshelf, 

By Sir Walter Besant. 

A boy’s library must be, first of all, 
a collection of books that he will like 
to read over and over again. Next, it 
must contain books of reference. I my- 
self, who have been collecting books 
since I was eight or nine years old, have 
a great many books of reference. There 
are dictonaries of all kinds— Greek and 
Roman antiquities and language^, dic- 
tionaries of modern languages, diction- 
aries of biography, encyclopaedias, 
gazetteers and many others. 

But the most important thing is a 
good encyclopaedia. For my own part 
1 found one too large for the space 
which I could afford on my shelves. I 
therefore bought a smaller one and find 
it a most excellent and trustworthy 
compendium of knowledge. 

Next, he may make a selection of 
books which he is to buy as opportunity 
offers and his savings will allow. llow 
will ;he list look after a time? Perhaps 
something like the following: Encyclo- 
paedia— ten volumes. Perhaps n second- 
hand copy may be found, or a damaged 
copy. 

I 
do not insist upon the order, hut in try- 
ing to follow the development of the 
mind of my bookish boy I think this u 
probable oidtit*: 

Murryat, DickenB, Scott, Fielding, 
Lefoe.

Cupt. Cook, Bruce, Marco Polo. 

Oliver Goldsmith, Addison, Macaulay, 
Washington Irving. 

Lowell, Charles Lamb. 

Shakespeare. 

Thackeray, George Eliot, Charles 
Kingsley, Smollett. 

I suy that this list would probably as- 
sume such form as this. ! assumed that, 
hoy-like, he will begin with Murryat, 
Dickens and Scott. Ho will go on to 
"Tom Jones.” “Robinson Crusoe” will 
introduce him to Defoe. Later on he 
will read other works by that un- 
wearied hand. In poetry he will read 
Byron and Tennyson first, and Milton 
last. His travelers will he Cupt. Cook, 
Bruce and that treasure-house of good 
things, the travels of Marco Polo. After 
early fiction, poetry and travel, he will 
fall among essayists. Shakespeare will 
attract him when he Is about fifteen. 
He will then go on to what we may call 
later fiction, represented by the names 
I have given. 1 purposely omit the 
names of living writers, although he 
will nuturully read much of contempor- 
ary work.

•Gun, tVlin Raid Equal Sufl'nigc Would 

Destroy llte family. 

Mrs. Caroline Corlin, Pre e 1dMit of 
the Illinois Woman’s Anti-Suffrage 
society, recently dragged out a time- 
worn and ftnl lcc Ions a r gu.me nit, in an 
address in Chicngo, and made it no 
duty as Ivor main teiron ngninst 
ginntlng the ballot to women. 

‘There are mnny good women," said 
she, "among the suffrage people, but 
they have not thought the thing down 
to its conclusions. If they had, they 
ecukl understand Mint political equal- 
ity, ard with it industrial oquality, 
would menn the making of the Ltd v d 
uol the unit end not the family the 
unit. Woman would not he anything. 

Lecturers like Mrs. Uinrlutte Per- 
kins Stetson may say that women 
should put their babies in breeches 
and go to their work like men, but 
Mrs. Stetson forgets that there would 
not. bo any babies." 

Mrs. Corbin, to view her statement 
in a charitable light, is ignorant of the 
respective relations of the home nnd 
the ballot in the States which have 
adopted woman’s suffrage. If ignor- 
ance is not her plea, then her state- 
ment must he put down as misrepre- 
sentation, as familiarity with the con- 
ditions existing in equal suffrpgo 
States of the West would convince the 
lecturer that political equality ha3 
stiuck no blow at the family. 

In Colorado each succeeding school 
census shows a normal increase in the 
number of children attending the pub- 
lic schools, and if the evil effects of 
suffrage were so glaring as portrayed 
by Mrs. Corbin, them would have 
been a perceptible decrease ere this. 
Acs regard the lies of home and family, 
they are too strongly knit in America 
to be disrupted by the equal exercise 
of the elective franchise. Tho suf- 
frage S ates of the West are home 
State*, even more essentially than the 
States of the East, where divorces are 
greater in proportion to the population. 

The condition of affairs in France 
Is proof that the danger of national 
decline in population is a purely social 
and not a political question. While 
industrial equality may lessen Life 
uumber of homes and consequently 
lessen the growth of the population, 
(.his is not neiessaiily an outgrowth of 
political equality, in the East, where 
Industrial equality is at its highest 
stage, political equality is unknown; 
while in the West, where theie is po- 
litical equality, industrial equality has 
not yet become a domi nant question. 
Mrs. Corbin and the ant -suffragists 
must look outside the field of equality 
in politics in order to find a name for 
their bugaboo of the numerical dec’ine 
of the American family. — Denver, Col., 
Republican.

The only f--.i f « thing for us to do Is to 
put our thumb on the Rook of Genesis 
anil k\\. .p ,,ur bund around the Hook 
until the New Testament conus Into 
tlu* palm, and keep on sweeping our 
hand around tho Hook until the tips 
of our Angers clutch at the words, "In 
tho beginning God created the heavens 
and tin* earth.”

Four hundred million copies of it In ex- 
istence. Does not that look as If this 
Book had been divinely protected, as if 
God had guarded it all through the 
centuries? 

The epidemics which have swept 
thousands of other books into the 
sepulchre or forgetfulness have only 
brightened the fame of this. There is 
not one book out of a thousand that 
lives five years. Any publisher will 
tell you that. There will not be mure 
than one book out of twenty thousand 
that will live a century. 

Yet, here is a Book, much of It 4,000 
years old, and with more rebound and 
resilience and strength in It than when 
the Book was first put upon parchment 
or papyrus.

If we eliminate young law- 
yers from politics we will have a very 
quiet time of it— which may be an ad- 
vantage in itself — but the wholesome 
friction engendered by political dis 
cussion and political battle will dis 

Yn a sense we nre all politicians, if 
wo take any interest in the Institu- 
tions about which we talk so much 
and In many cases care so little. 

W<* have become so much acous 
tomed to live under equal laws and to 
breathe the atmosphere of personal 
liberty that we forget what these 
treasures are worth; we must be re- 
minded from time to time not only 
that they are valuable but that they 
can only be preserved by vigilant and 
continuous effort. 

The young lawyer plays the part of 
a sentinel, and if his trumpet is a 
little shrill at times and the notes oc- 
casionally discordant, he neverthelesr 
performs a useful function.

Good Order Along: the Charles. 

The decision of the Metropolitan park 
commissioners to police the Charles river 
between Riverside and Waltham has solved 
a problem which the Newton and Waltham 
authorities, not to mention those of the 
town of Weston, have struggled with many 
years. 

With the increasing popularity of the 
tipper Charles river as a resort for canoe- 
ists there lias been the presence of an ob- 
jectionable element which from year to 
year has occupied more of the river and 
made it uupleusaut lor the lovers of law 
and order. 

Last season Chief of Police Tarhox of 
Newton took the reins in his own hands 
and placed as many of his patrolmen as 
available on the river. They performed 
jiatrol duty on Saturdays and Sundays 
with success. For this the patrons of the 
river were deeplv indebted to the chief. 

The only difficulty preventing the con- 
tinuance of the policy was the fact that the 
extra cost fell on the city of Newton. An 
appeal was made to the Metropolitan park 
commission, and alter considering the 
subject that hotly decided to coutrol the 
policing this season. 

Beginning next Sunday, Sargt. West and 
a squad of four men will cjiumeuce patrol- 
ling the river. The sergeant was formerly 
stationed at Revere, and is one of the com- 
mission’s most trusted men. He will use 
a steam launch, and as lenders, several 
yawls. It is needless to suy that .should 
he at any time need t lie co-operation of 
Chief Tarhox it will be gladly extended 
by that official. 

If urrests are made by the Metropolitan 
patrolmen the cases ure likely to he tried 
in the Newton police court, although the 
prosecuting officers have thu power to 
iuke the cases to Waltham or any other 
local court they may choose.

THIEVES WERE MALICIOUS. 

A«TS OP VANDALISM COMMITTED AT 

HOUSE OF Mil. CEPHAS BRACKETT JUST 

REVEALED. 

Thieves,* with marked malicious pros- 
perities, are believed by the police to bo 
responsible for acts of vandalism com- 
mitted recently at the residence of Mr. 
Cephas Brackett , 212 T re in on t street. 

Mr. and Mrs. Brackett, passed a portion 
or the winter in the smith, leaving Now 
ton last December. 

Shortly after their arrival in Boston, Mr. 
and Mrs. Brackett visited their home at 
Newton and were much surprised to learn 
of a vi.sit of thieves. Everything about 
the house was in great disorder. Rooms 
had been broken ini'), contents of bureaus 
overhauled, furniture and articles of silver- 
ware were disturbed. A thorough search 
failed to reveal anythli g missing. 

.Subsequent investigation on the part of 
the police showed that entrance had been 
effected by forcing a rear window on the 
lirst Hour. When the members of the 
family, accompanied by the officers, were 
later inspecting the premises, they dis- 
covered a revolver on a bed in one of the 
upper chambers. It was evident the 
thieves had been frightened away. 

Mr. and Mrs. Brackett did not reopen 
their Newton residence until last week. 
Everything had, in the meantime, been 
placed in perfect order. When, last week, 
they ordered the city water supply turned 
on, it was discovered that the plumbing 
in different parts of the house had been 
destroyed. Some of it hu 1 been carried 
away, and it was necessary to employ 
plumbers for several days to repair the 
damage. The mischief was undoubtedly 
done at the time of the break. 

Whatever may have been in the minds of 
the thieves the police are unable to say, 
yet they are not the least discouraged and 
are of opinion that some light will he 
thrown on the mystery after a second and 
more complete investigation.

It is. said that the letter will give ill health 
as the reason for the resignation, as the 
trip to Europe did not prove of the benelit 
expected, and for tiie past yeur Dr. Horn- 
brooke has been in a very nervous condi- 
tion, and he feels the need of a total 
change. Much regret is felt on ull sides, as 
Mr. und Mrs. Hornbrooke have been very 
popular in Newton und have taken a promi- 
nent part in social and educational mat- 
ters, aud the Newton people have been 
proud of having one of the most able 
preachers in the Unitarian denomination 
settled over a Newton church. 

Mr. Hornbrooke is now a member of tiie 
school board, on which he has already 
served severul terms, und he has always 
taken a great interest in educitiouul mat- 
ters, and his influence has always been on 
the side of progress on school quesious. 
What his plans are for tiie future have not 
yet been made public, but he will probably 
devote himself for the next few years to 
seeking an improvement in his health.

Boston, May in. 

Probably Judge Bishop, Newton's mem- 
ber of the superior bench, did not lose any 
s eep on Monday, when he found that a 
Provincelown man had (lied two petitions, 

1 inking to his impeachment or removal by 
address of the legislature to the governor 
and council. .Judge Bishop is simply ex- 
periencing what many others have felt he- 1 
fore him, the consequences of a division of 1 
an opinion over the question ns to whether 
Rsh wii-rs In the waters ol Massachusetts ) 
Bay are a hem fiuHin or a nuisance. Mr. I 
Albert N. Ilnxli , a man v ho for several • 
reasons is noted In this Commonwealth, 
seems t*» be behind Mr. .Jesse Glten, who is 
the petitioner In this matter. Mr. Hoxie 
was, J believe, atone tlme.manufucturer of 
a noted so.ip, lie has also been interested 
in a new idea in refrigeration. He is, or 
was an elder in sonic branch ol the Mormon 
church, and was a prohibitory candidate 
for the senate from one of the Boston dis- 
tricts a few years ago. Ills place of birth 
was Provincetown, and he was formerly 
engaged in tho fishing industry. Some 
years since lie came to tho conclusion that 
ail stationary devices for taking fish result- 
ed in disaster to the species, as they cap' 
t u red not only full grown but the baby fish’ 
He claimed that the mackerel was fast be- 
ing fished out of ihe ocean through these 
devices, and also through tho use of seines. 
The answer was made by the fish experts 
that the mackerel had shun ly taken a year 
or two ofT, as is their habit, migrating to 
other parts of the ocean, where the fisher- 
men could not find them. It wasp ophesied 
that in duo season they would return, but. 
larger and fatter than had been the case 
with thorn in recent years. Tho splendid 
large mackerel now in the Boston and New 
Y ork market seem to prove that tho fisher- 
men were right, and that Mr. Iloxie may 
have been wrong, but it is doubtful if he is 
convinced. It is not strange that, as at- 
torney in fair for Mr. Gben, Mr. Iloxie 
feels that ho lias a grievance against Judge 
Bishop, It is doubtful if the judicl 1 y 
committee agrees with him. 

Mr. Laugtord was able to finish up his 
famous Hearings on the Springfield water 
case at a late hour on Monday night. The 
State Board of Health on Saturday made 
its report on the condition of affairs in 
Springfield, recommending that it take 
water from the Westfield river or Rome of 
its branches. .Springfield may seem a long 
way from Newton, but it is of some inter- 
est to know that if the city had not gone in 
that direction, it would probably have gone 
to the Swift liver, and those who have 
studied the metropolitan water question 
know that the Swift river is likely at some 
period to become a water source for Boston 
and its surrounding cities. When the re- 
port of the State Board of Health was 
made, recommending the taking of the 
south brunch ot the Nashua river, it was 
pointed out that ut whatever period it 
might become neeessaiy to increase the 
supply, a canal could bo extended beyond 
Worcester, and a much larger reservoir lie 
constructed than the Wachusett reservoir. 

Early in the week a bill was engrossed to 
authorize the metropolitan park commis- 
sion to make rules to govern the use of the 
Charles, Neuouset and Mystic rivers, ami 
of ponds ami oilier waters along which it 
holds abutting lands for public <»pen spaces. 
The importance of such legislation must be 
evident to any who are acquainted with the 
conditions around these water ways. 

It was discovered early in the week that 
Edward II. Forbush, field director of the 
work of the gypsy moth committee, had 
resigned, ami tliut his resignation had been 
accepted. This incident was received with 
mixed feelings by those acquainted with 
the gypsy moth situation. Doubtless some 
critics of the work b'-lieved the resignation 
of .Mr. Foibusli was of some sense a vindi- 
cation of their contention. 

The gv psy moth committee, however, is 
very lamest in its pruise of .Mr. Forbush, 
and claims that there never has been 11113 
friction between him ami the committee, 
and that li is work lias been done with the 
greatest ability, industry and honesty. Mr. 
Forbush s ates that his reason for resign- 
ing is, that lie is tired of Hie whole busi- 
ness, and tired of waiting to see what the 
legislature will do; also that the report of 
the ways and means committee in favor of 
putting the weak in the hands of the gover- 
nor and council indicates to him that u 
change is desired, and, of course, the great 
est change would come through the resigna- 
tion of me lield director. 

Notwithstanding Hie criticism ..f the 
gyspy moth work, it doaerves to be said 
that Mr. Forbush was getting tilings where 
the end of the great expenditure was in 
sight. Two years inure of the S’JOO.OOO up 
propriations. which have been the rule re- 
cently, would have put things where the 
lines could have been drawn in, and the 
expenditures gradually reduced to a merely 
nominal sum. To illustrate: One of the 
members of the wuysuml means committee 
entertained t e rest of the committee a 
couple of weeks ago at his ertute, which is 
in the infested district, lie usked the 
State Board of Agriculture to direct him to 
some pa t of the district where it would he 
possible to view the post at work. It was 
with the greatest difficulty that a colony 
could be found large enough to prove uu 
object lesson to the committee. Of course, 
tins did not mean that the peat whs exter- 
minated, hut it meant that long strides had 

been made in tliut direction. For the s 

to spend a million dollars ami then when 
the end is near, to have the whole trruuge 
metit upset seems a great pity. And still 
there are members of Hie general ooiirl 
who are absolutely pitiless in pursuing 
those who have done thh excellent work. 

The committee 011 ways und means still 
holds 011 to its report on the “mill tux” bill 
which was reported by tho committee 011 
education very curly in the session. There 
is small probability tint the committee 
will favor this measure, it lias never done 
so in previous years, und whenever the bill 
has made any progress at ull.it has been 
ugaiust the opposition of the liiiuuce com- 
mittees. The bill is no better this year 
than any otlict yeur, and ought to he re- 
jected 

Mr. Langford still holds upon the House 
table the a I vcism report <d the railroad 
committee concerning legislation as to the 
abolition of grade crossings There is 
m mi 1 1 probability, however, that lie h t-> for 
gotten M . it is likely to he taken off just

President Eliot says that there are no less 
than three university buildings waiting for 
lower prices, and nil building that could be 
postponed appears to have been for the 
pnst two years. The readjustment of prices 
will mean loss, of course, but it will be 
the trusts that will bear the burden and 
not the consumers, so that no sympathy 
need be wasted.

A T LEASING PROSPECT. 

It is confidently predicted that within a 
very few years, less than half a dozen at 
the outside, Newton will have the lowest 
tax rate of any of the cities about Boston. 
During the next two or three years a larga 
amount of our debt falls due and will be 
paid from the sinking fund, and this will 
gave interest, the interest charge being 
now the largest item in the budget. We 
have got sewers and have widened streets 
where the necessity was the most urgent, 
we have had the railroad tracks lowered 
on the main line of the railroad, and nearly 
every section has now a new’ and very ex- 
pensive school building, and the High 
school will answer every purpose lor many 
years to come. 

In fact, there are no large expenditures 
In prospect, only the ordinary cost of run- 
ning a city where everything mnst be of 
the best, and our expenditures have cer- 
tainly been decreased without any upparent 
suffering in any of the departments, during 
the term of Mayor Wilson. 

The tax rate this year will probably be 
slightly lowered over the rate of last year, 
and that was lower than most of the cities 
about Boston. In fact, if the city continues 
to get an economical mayor, who will look 
closely after expenditures, and one with 
courage enough to frown on all extravagant 
projects, it is said that within tivo years 
our tax rate can be reduced to tou dollars, 
and the city be as well taken care of as at 
present. Such a reduction would give 
Newton a boom that would not leave a 
vacant lot from Xonantum to Oak Hill, and 
of course by attracting men of means, who 
would be willing to layout handsome es- 
tates, the returns from the increase would 
more than counterbalance what expense 
might come from the increase of popula- 
tion. 

That this is not a mere baseless surmise 
can be discovered by uti examination of 
the city’s finances and the great amount of 
our debt that will be pai l off iu the next 
tew jears. Still it would be easy to render 
this prospect impossible by electing an 
easy going mayor, and a board of uldcrmen 
of the same standard, who would allow 
ueedless expenses to increase on uil sides 
without meaning uny harm. For this rea- 
son the question of the next mayor is at- 
tracting a good deal of interest among the 
taxpayers of NewtOD, and Mayor Wilson 
lias been sounded to see if he would be 
willing to take another term. He has so 
far beeu rather emphatic in refusing, but 
what he might do under pressure remains 
tobeseea. If he should refuse absolutely 
an effort is to be made to induce ex-Alder- 
mau ltarbuch to accept a nomination, as 
it is felt that he could be depended uti to 
eoutinue Mayor Wilson's policy of 
economy, and to look closely after the city’s 
interests iu all mutters tlmt might come up 
involving the expenditure of money. Mr. 
llarbach knows the condition of city affairs 
quite as well us if he hud beeu iu the board 
of recent years as he has kept in touch 
with city affairs. From present appear- 
ances the prediction is male by some well 
■ citizen , t bat II May or Wilson w ill 
take it be could have another term without 


The warm weather of Sunday brought 
out crowds of street railway patrons as 
well as bicyclists, and trips were made in 
all directions. The Waltham, Lexington 
and Bedford line received its fair share of 
patrons, and evidently this is to be the 
most popular route this summer, The 
crowds on Sundays and holidays will be 
avoided by those who can go during the 
week. Another favorite route Is to IVelles- 
ley and beyond, and as the trippers form a 
large share of the summer patrons of these 
roads, It is to be hoped that this summer 
more attention will be paid to connections, 
by the different companies. Waits of 
twenty minutes or more at Natick and 
South Framingham do not add to the popu- 
larity of this route. The Needham line has 
some elegant open cars of immense size for 
their summer travellers, and many take an 
excursion to Dedham ami Norwood by this 
line, coming home through Forest Hills and 
Boston. Newton is peculiarly fortunate in 
the number and variety of its excursion 
routes by street cars, and this adds to the 
summer attractions of the city. 


The pnpers in all parts of the country 
are denouncing the ice trust in New York 
for its exactions, and the stir has brought 
to light the fact that the advance in prices 
was not confined to that city. Trust meth- 
ods have invaded Boston to some extent, 
and consumers in Newton*liave been noti- 
fied by at least one of the companies that 
prices are to be a good deal higher this year, 
especially to the small consumers. 
Whether the movement is a general one is 
not known, but investigations are being 
made to find whether the advance is gener- 
al. Summer ice is a necessity ami the 
advance made to the small consumer is out 
of all proportion to the price charged to 
those who can buy fifty or one hundred 
pounds. The matter is worthy of some at- 
tention as in other places this extortionate 
charge to the poor has been .-o severely de- 
nounced that the companies have given it 
up. 

The assessors are making their rounds 
to find taxable property, and it is said that 
they liud a very small increase this year in 
the way of new buildings. The only place 
where building has been brisk is at Upper 
Falls, where the increase in the Pettee 
Machine works and the busy times at the 
Game well factor> has brought a large ad- 
dition to the population, and moderate 
priced houses have been in great demand. 
Upper Falls wears a very prosperous air 
these days ami plumes itself on being the 
banner village of Newton In the way of 
growth. It is probable that the assessors 
will have difficulty in finding the usual in- 
crease in taxable property this year, al- 
though there were many buildings started 
last year before the trusts raised the prices 
of building material to the prohibitive 
point.

‘•Imperialism." Expansion has al- 
ways signified the extension of our in- 
stitutions through the enlargement of 
our frontiers. Imperialism is not the 
diffusion of American constitutional- 
ism over new lands, but the establish- 
ment in conquered territory by this 
Government of another government, 
radically irreconcilable to the spirit of 
our own constitution and essentially 
hostile to it. Expansion, then, may 
be defined as the peaceful development 
of our political system through an Ui- 
crease in the area of the i'nited States, 
and imperialism as the forcible exer- 
cise by our Government in other coun- 
tries of powers denied to it at home. 

The marvellous growth of commerce 
between the States of the Union is due 
to its absolute freedom from artificial 
restrictions. The inclusion of Canada 
in this free-trade area would stimu- 
late production beyond our powers to 
conceive. 

Exactly opposite results would be 
produced by imperialistic conquest. 
The forcible annexation of Canada 
would be an act of imperialism, as un- 
profitable as it would lie unjustifiable, 
and as calamitous as it would be crim- 
inal. 

A conquered country is always dis- 
contented and. therefore, disloyal. It 
would be impossible to intrust the 
rights of statehood to a disaffected 
people. Our authority over them 
could be maintained only by force, 
that is to say by a standing army and 
! military rule. 

Aside from its inherent hostility to 
free institutions, a standing army Is 
a crushing burden on t lie neck of the 
laborer. 

The first essential of high wages is 
abundance of commodities, and a 
standing army is an insuperable ob- 
stacle to extensive production. Every 
dollar of surplus product or capitnl in- 
vested in Implements, in machinery, 
in buildings, is a fruitful dollar. Com- 
modities used in production multiply 
themseives even while they perish. 
Every dollar expended for munition * 
\\ ir Is a sterile dollar. It h ol 
used for the purpose of production, but 
for the purpose of destruction. It Is 
wasted ns completely ns if it were 
thrown into the sea. 

1 oppose this novel, un-American 
policy of imperialism because tlib 
grounds on which its advocates sup- 
port it are peurile. inconsistent and 
dishonest; because it involves the ex- 
istence of a standing army to menace 
liberty and to oppress labor by dimin-

stationed in Sudan ai d 1 think will remain 
here during the rainy season. The I n. stir- 
n ction is piacticaliy over, only n few bands 
of ladrones (thieves' remaining under arms. 
These ladrones prey upon the natives more 
than upon the soldiers of w hom they have 
a very wholesome respect. The only way 
in which they trouble as is in the fact that 
we cannot enjoy a walk out of town with- 
out carrying it title and going in twos or 
fours. 

Once in a while the squad will he fired 
upon, but little damage is ever done as the 
marksmanship of the average Filipino is 
way below par. Our battalion has a great 
name ill tlie island, tlie major hating been 
mentioned by name in Gen Otis’ despatches 
to the War Department You do not un- 
dei stand the value ot that, but it is very 
seldom an olliOer and r the rank of colonel 
is inentloued by name in official cables. We 
bail tne honor of capturing the military 
governor ot tlie province ol i nvite a month 
hlo, Brigadier General l'asuual Alvarez. 
He is third or fourth in command of the 
iUSlirueiit fnrnn.- 

vord from a secret service 
. ti t. nut the military governor with a 
small force of men was in Atnndeo, a city 
about six miles Irom {Sudan. We left tlie 
outpost and a small patrol in Sudan ami 
with tlie remainder of tlie battalion left 
here at o’clock in the morning. One com- 
pany went by the main road, while tlie 
other company went by short tiail thrmuh 
the forest. Tulk aoout being dark— it w as 
so dark that tlie men and to take hold of 
each other’s bunds to keep from becoming 
sipuruted. Through mountain ravines, 
slipping and tumbling down one side, 
climbing anil pulling eacli other up tlie 
other, we reached Amnden at just day 
bn ak The town was quickly surrounded, 
a section placed on each exit and a running 
patrol Hit ouch tlie streets. So well was 
the movement timed that as the company 
w hich took the main road appeared over 
the bluff, we had every exit by which an 
escape could lie made blocked. A thorough 
search was made of every house, and during 
this search the general was found under a 
table in a woman’s dress and li is head 
w rapped in a towel. It was a very nice 
bloodless victory, capturing one general, 
tw o captains, two lieutenants and a num- 
ber of soldiers. 

We arrived in Sudan about 10 in tlie 
morning. Or.c could not imagine a more 
surprised lot of natives than were tlie in- 
habitants of Sudan. They did not know 
we hud left town until they saw us coming 
buck with our bunch of prisoners. Tlie 
major got a line lot of congratulations from 
regimental brigade and division headquar- 
ters. On several scouts 1 have had the 
honor to be placed in command of tlie 
scouts, a picked body of 2a line fellows, 
sure shots ami who do nut know the mean- 
ing of fear. 

At Tuul the scouts had an outpost only 
l(o yards from tlie insurgent trenches, 
across the Tual liver, where they were 
posted for nearly 24 hours. During that 
time if so much as a tint showed above tlie 
trench, it was a signal for a volley from 
the insurgents. The scouts managed to 
make about to or lo bud natives very much 
better during the day, w ithuut the loss of u 
single man. 

While i was with the scouts we never 
had a scrap, much to my disappointment.

I left about four o’clock and bad Dayne 
surrounded before day light. Although a 
most thorough search was made of every 
possible hiding-place, the colonel could 
not be found. I left as per older for 
Alfonso, which 1 searched without result 
After having had dinner at Alfonso 1 
pushed on with ”1 men to tlie barrio 
Paloepoc. Again no result. 1 reached 
Sudan at five o’clock, having covered about 
•jo miles of mountain country during tlie 
duv. From some points on tlie trip the 
scenery was beautiful. I bud the major’s 
army field glasses, and during rests I could 
admire the beautiful country from the foot 
hills to the ocean on the one hand, and 
buck through the towering hills behind us 
to Hit} Ridge, from which could be seen tlie 
volcanic island in tlie Laguna de Bunbom. 

Although 1 did not find any arms or in- 
smgems the major complimented me on 
the ti ip and said tt proved his statement to 
tlie division commander t hat tho Insurgent 
Lunds in tills country are few and fur be- 
tween, 

1 wish you could see my quarters in 
Sudan. A number (<i) of non-commissioned 
stun officers uud headquarters’ clerks have 
a large aiiy room in one of the largest 
houses in town. It is of stone structure 
ol* to the second story, which is frame. 
The roof is of galvanized iron. Inside the 
walls are slnatlied from floor to ceiling and 
1 painted uud striped. The ceiling is covered 
with canvas, uud painted very plainly 
I \\ ill, much the same designs as you would 
! see in old houses in tlie United States. 

1 The man w ho owned tlie house was very 
well-to-do. On tlie walls are tlie names of 
tiie w hole family. Only one member of tlie 
1 family is in town. Hie rest me deud, or 
away and afraid to return. The house 
was riddled with bullets ut the time of tlie 
brigade’s cntiuuoe into town. Just over 
III) bed is a big hole w here a Krag bullet 
went out; <Mi tlie opposite wall is a little 
! hole the size of a lead-pencil and us smooth 
I as if bored. We are making preparations 
j for tie* rainy season which commences in u 
month or so. 

1 must close now as I am very busy.

T am a believer In that which T be-

It may 
he by impressions r n the mind. It may 
ho by the Imaginings of the day or the 
dreams of the night, some how or 
some way there Is, I believe, a mental 
or physical communication between the 
loved nnd loving ones parted by death. 
Psychic force is a scientific fact.. 

1 have witnessed some of the phen- 
omena of Spiritualism with great inter- 
est and some satisfaction, though I 
have more often been disappointed thnn 
gratified at the results of my efforts to 
learn about the departed friends. 

Thirty-six years ago 1 was Invited by 
the mother of the then editor of tbo 
Boston Journal to accompany her to 
Hie Poston office of the noted medium 
Chniles Foster. 1 stipulated Hint the 
medium should not know my name or 
on> thing nbout me. My friend desired 
»no to write three questions on tiny 
slips of pnper and roll them In a way 
to keep the queries from the medium’s 
sight. I did so, and when we reached 
him I placed one In his hand. r* We were 
seated at a table, one side <>f which was 
against the wall. He held the little roll 
in his hand a moment quietly, then said 
to me: "Arthur is with Margaret, and 
he tells me to give to you tills word of 
encouragement." Thereupon followed 
words of lender advice ami hopefulness, 
saying a career was before me. and I 
was to enter upon it soon, and he an 
active worker In a field of labor of 
which I did not dream. Then the me- 
chim said: "Open the paper and read 
your question.” I had written "Is Ar- 
thur with Margaret?" I had reference 
to my reverend and beloved friend, 
Chaplain Arthur B. Fuller, whose death 
at Fredericksburg had then occurred. I 
had asked if he was with his sister, 
tiie celebrated Margaret Fuller Ossoli. 
This was in 1SG4. In 1S68 1 was ordain- 
ed. having been led by what 1 regarded 
as providential st'-ps. into tin* ministry 
o£ the Unlversalist Church. Thus there 
seemed to he a fulfillment of the words 
which purported to come from the 
spirit land. 

When Mr. Foster took up the second 
paper he said: "Joseph is with you. He 
is one of your guardlnns. And here is; 
another.” At this point Mr. Foster 
broke off suddenly and acted os if some 
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one had touched him on the shoulder 
and forbidden the utterance of the sen- 
tence already begun. Then he w ent on 
to speak brotherly words as If from the 
guardian he had mentioned. Closing, 
he handed me the paper. On it 1 had 
written "Where is Joseph?" referring 
to my brother who had died nineteen 
years before. Without handing mo 
the third paper, which he tossed care- 
lessly into the grate, lie said: "Oh, 
you'll find them very soon." I had 
written: "Where are my journals?" 
In April I did find them, In a whally, 
unexpected place. 

In April, also, I received news of 
the drowning of my youngest brother 
in the far Pacific. The intelligence 
did not reach America till April, 
though the death occurred in Decem- 
ber. Rut in February he was already, 
in the spirit land, nnd when Mr. Fos- 
ter said. "And there’s another," was 
he not ubout to tell me that another 
brother was with Joseph? 1 have 
often thought lie was hindered, be- 
cause by his nut mentioning the fact, 
we were spared the sorrow of bereave- 
ment a few weeks longer. At that 
time a sister was very ill, and the say- 
ing (however doubted) would have 
greatly distressed her. That lias 
seemed to n e to lie the reason fur tho 
sudden withholding of tin* rest of that 
broken sentence. It will h.* easily per- 
ceived that I write as if 1 I .•!;<•> 1 in 

communication with departed friends. 
1 must confess that these facts which I 
have mentioned greatly Impressed me, 
and as personal experience Huy did 
help to convince rr * that life is con- 
tinuous, and that there may lie com- 
munication with the spirit land. 

I see no reason why those who have 
been saints on earth may not he angels 
in heaven, und henceforth “minister- 
ing spirits" also to the loved ones not 
yet summoned to the Master's pr 
etico.

She was 
also active In the movement to secure 
women on the Beards of Visitors to 
the State penal institutions and re- 
formatories. 

Mie. Chace, who lately died in her 
94th year, wre a remarkable woman. 
Of Quaker ancestry, born into the an 1- 
slavcry movement, graduating into tin 
equal suffrage movement, married to a 
man of ideas as progressive as her 
oiwn, her house was a notable station 
of the underground railroad, and all 
the early anti-slavery and woman’s 
rights speaker? wore entertained ruder 
the Clmcrs’ ho=p table roof. Left a 
widow, she kept the family togeth r 
and continued and extended her hus- 
band’s large business. She waa one of 
Rhode Island’s most useful and public- 
spirited citizens, and also one of its 
heaviest taxpayers; yet she was never 
allowed to vote as to how one cent of 
her taxes should be expended. 

Mra Chace was President of the 
Rhode Island Woman Suffrage Asso- 
ciation for more than a quarter of a 
centurv. Devoted to her child: en and 
grandchildren, she was also ac ive in 
promoting every movement for the 
public pood. Ape never destroyed her 
cheery benevolence, or dimmed her in- 
tercet in current events. Site was a 
delegate to the World’s Prison Con- 
gress in London in 1872. ard within a 
j year of her death contributed articles 
to G;e newspapers on p r nal reform, 
j peace and arbitration, equal suffrage, 

! etc. She learned to paint in water 
I colors after she was eighty, and took 
del’ght in painting flowers. During 
[ one of tiie revere illnesses of her later 
life, when her death was momentarily 
j expected, rnxious friei ds who came to 
j inquire were told that she had rallied 
| and was giving lessons in painting to 
the nurse — a characteristic proceed- 
ing. At her funeral the other day. one 
illustrious speaker said: 

“She deserved a monument for her 
civic fidelity and courageous effort to 
make the Commonwealth a truly rep- 
resentative government, but no me- 
morial could he half ns we'come to 
j the brave soul we honor as the nboll- 
| Don of that odious legal distinction 
of sex which her Lfe was given to 
1 combat.” 


Discouraging Mnrrlago. 

The First. Assistant Postmaster- 
General, Perry S. i’eath. in a recent 
decision In the Cise of Mrs. Jen- 
nie J. Drown, at Moodr.e, Conn., n- 
nounces that “the Department has d ■*- 
cided It will be incompatible with t c 
best inteiesis of the '•ervice tc n tvin 
married women as post office clerks. 
The Departrent has. thorefo:e. ruled 
that when n female post-office c.dlc 
marries it will he necessary tor tier to 
resign from th^ servlie.” Postmasters 
under this ruling hereafter will have 
to call for the resignations cf sv.c’.i 
employes, nnd recommend tl eir suc- 
cessors to the Department. The 13o*- 
ton Herald wit i’.y s-ays: 

"While Congress is discouraging 
polygamy, the post-office department 
is d/re co’ raging mcncg my. What

Wert) Excluded From Fdiieutlon, limi- 
ne**, nml Almo*t nil Personal nml Prop- 
erty flights. The Wonderful Change. 

The National American Woman Suf- 
frage Association lins pub’iAhod ‘'The 
Woman's Century Cnlendnr,” in wtu?.h 
is recounted the prepress of woman, 
-her development and t.ie enlargement 
of her sphere of action from the year 
1800 to the close of 1809. 

It is full of interesting incidents, 
and gives many historical facts and 
data of value to the student of wo- 
man’s advancement through the laet 
one hundred years. It shows that 
many things now enjoyed ns a mntter 
cf courre were only gained by hard 
pmmatent struggle and the utnod 
courage and (perseverance on the part 
of a few earnest wome i. 

In 1800 married women v.’ere not 
permitted in any country to control 
their property, cr to will it away at 
death: to all intents and purposes they 
did not own it.. The legal existence 
of the wife was so me gel in thait ol 
her husband, sire was said to be "dead 
In law.” Nut only d.d he control her 
property, collect and use her wages, 
select the food aid clothing tor her 
and the children, decide upon the 
children’s education and religion, but 
to a very large extent lie controlled 
her "freedom of bought, speech aud 
action.” If she disagreed with him, oi 
in any way offended him, he possc.-sed 
the legal right, upheld by public opin- 
ion, to punish her; the courts only 
interfering when the chastisement ex- 
ceeded the popular idea in severity 
At this time it was held by courts Hi 
England and in the United States that 
a man in whipping his wife should 
be restricted to a stick no larger than 
his thumb. 

All her possessions passed into the 
hands of the husband at marriage. If 
a married woman worked for wages, 
she could not legally collect them, as 
they belonged to her husband. She 
could no-t make a will; could not sue 
or be sued. Few occupations were 
open to women. 

No college in the world admitted 
women. Men had so long dote the 
thinking for the average woman, it 
was universally believed that no wo- 
man was capable cf mastering the 
Llghe t blanches of learning. The fe v 
women of genius who had appeared 
from time to tilde were pronounced 
the “exciptlon which proves the rule." 
The boarding-schools, wherein girls 
of wealth were educated, taught noth- 
ing but the rudiments, while the 
daughte/s of the poor received no ed- 
ucation at all. Public schools were in 
many places closed to girls, and wfiea 
admitted they were dissuaded from at- 
tempting the study of any branches 
except reading, writing and element- 
ary arithmetic. Worae.i were forbid- 
den to speak or p ay in tne c.iu ch 
nnd in many c,f them even to sing in 
the choir. w 

The recital of the legal and social 
disabilities of women at the begl iniiig 
of the century is pitiful enough, but it 
can only partially convey a full under, 
standing of the timid, self-distrustful, 
untrained character of the average 
woman of that day. 'Taught that it 
was unwomanly to nold opinions upon 
serious subjects, that men most ad- 
mired clinging weakness in women 
and that the one worthy ambition for 
women was to secure men’s admira 
tion, it is no wonder they made Lttl« 
effort to think. The familiar simile of 
the oak nnd the vine was not inap- 
propriate at this time. 

It was upon such conditions the cur- 
tain or the nineteenth century ros 
the century which the prophetic vetee 
of Victor Hugo hat* proclaimed to be 
the ’’century of woman.” When one 
coneldi rs the bigotry and prejudice 
with which women have been met at 
every step in their efforts to secure a 
broader, more independent and pur- 
poseful life, their present advanced 
posit. on seems almost matvelous.

Tho poor condition of the frftfos nml 
vaults at City Hall was brought to the at- 
tention of the board of aldermen at tho 
meeting of that body last Monday evening. 

With a communication from Mayor Wil- 
son referring to the subject, came a letter 
from Hubert T. 5>wan, state commissioner 
of public records. Mr. Swan said that 
after investigation he was convinced that 
the vault used In connection with the City 
Clerk’s ofllce was too small. The safe 
used in the water commissioner’s ofliee he 
declared to be worthless. Other depart- 
ments which needed safes were without 
them. 

Mr. Swan said all this was in direct vio- 
lation of Chapter 439 oT the Acts of is;*7, or 
in other words the provisions of this act 
were not carried out. Hegarding the stor- 
age vaults in the cellnr of City Hall (form 
erly in use as cells by the police depart- 
ment) lie stated that records stored there 
were in danger from tiooding, in case the 
building should get on tire. This latter 
danger Mr. Swan gravely apprehended. 

In another communication Mayor Wilson 
called the board’s attention to the petition 
of Dennis, Thompson C< al Co., for per- 
mission to erect a coal pocket near the 
Newtonvllle freight yards, ulso an ofliee 
and tenement building. 

Mr. Dennis was heard as representing 
the petitioners, and after he had concluded 
his remarks the bourd voted to grant the 
petition.

Tin re was a large gathering of members 
of the ('banning Unitarian church, Monday 
evening, a special meeting having been 
called to consider the resignation of the 
pastor, Rev. Dr. Francis B. llornbrooke. 
Much regret had been expressed at tho 
time tho resignation became known and 
the general feeling had been to urge Dr. 
llornbrooke to reconsider his decision. 
Mr. Abram Bylield, chairman of the stand- 
ing committee presided, ami Mr. F. II. 
Stone, the clerk, read the pastor's letter. 
This was followed by the reading of a set 
of resolutions by Mr. 1. T. Burr, regretting 
Dr. Hornbrooke’s dfcision, which tlie 
letter announced was (inal.aiul accepting it, 
fully realizing that in his dangerous condi- 
tion of health it was for the best. The 
resolutions further stated that Dr. Horn- 
brooke would be relieved from his nastoral 
duties July 1st, and would receive lull 
salary for the remaining six months of the 
year, or until Jan. 1st, 1901, a gift of $2,000. 
The resignation nml resolutions were ac- 
cepted by a largo majority vote, and later 
this was ratified by the pew owners. 

TIIE LETTER OK RESIGNATION. 

Mr. Abraham Bylield, Chairman of the 
Standing Committee of the Chatining 
Church Society — 

Dear Sir— It is now twenty years since l 
became the minister of (’banning church. 
It is a long time to speak to one congrega- 
tion ami 1 realize that it grows harder each 
succeeding year to bring fresh thought to 
it. Owing to tills it has sometimes been 
bard to make the best preparation for tlie 
Sunday service. Thediflioulty has been all 
tlie greater during tlie past eighteen 
months of constant ill heulth. I have 
therefore thought it best lor me to retire 
from my ministry here, in tlie hope that 
change, and the rest that often follows it, 
may restore me to my usual condition, after 
tlie continuous work of more than a quar- 
ter of a century. I therefore ask tho 
society, through your committee, to accept 
my resignation, to take effect ut such time 
as may seem best to it, and l beg that my 
decision may be regarded as limit.

Words would fail me to express my 
gratitude for all tlie kindness and loyally 
shown to me and my work through many I 
years. 1 shall ever carry a loving memory 
of them in my heart. No other church can 
ever be >0 much a part of my life. 1 can 
only hope that in days to enne I may be 
enabled to render some service worthy tlie 
love which Chauuing church lias shown to 
me. My earnest prayer shall ever be for 
its success iu carrying on tho work, which 
as a church ol the living God, it is called to 
do.

legislative Correspondence.] 

Boston, May 22. 

The members of the general court now 
tnlk of prorogation in a month, excepting 
on occasions when they get very desperate 
over attempts to suspend the rules for the 
introduction of hills, when they frankly re- 
mark that "we will be hero until .July any- 
way, and we ought not to plan for a week’s 
further delay by introducing any more J 
bills.” It Is a safe prophecy that the time : 
of getting through will bo anywhere from 
the first to tlm tenth of Julj. 

Yeste.day the committee on rnilronds I 
settled down ton careful consideration of I 
the Albany and Fitchburg lease bills in ] 
••xecutlv 0 session. They attempted on Mon- . 
day to get all the small math rs out of the | 
way and reported them Tuesday, most of 
them. These "small matters," of course, 
included the proposition that grades shall 
be separated in the southern section of 
Newton. As has been before hinted, there is 
very slight probability of the committee 
favoring direct legislation in the direction of 
grade separations anywhere on the lines of 
these railroads. It is Just possible that 
they will insert in the boston «ft Albany 
lease ratification bill a provision which 
shall make it certain that the duty resting 
upon the road to separate grades whenever 
u petition for a grade crossing commission 
is favorably acted upon by the courts in 
the usual way, is performed, notwithstand- 
ing any change in the control or operation 
of the road. Whether this will satisfy 
City Solicitor Slocum and the Newton 
representatives is an open question. The 
indications are that Newton will not be the 
only place where there will develop a dis- 
position to “trade” on the lease ratification 
bills. Worcester is certain to trade; a bald 
and bold attempt has already been made by 
East lioston, and Westfield squints in this 
direction 

The friends of Kailroad Commissioner 
bishop should compliment him by asking 
for a copy of the annual report of his board. 
It has been customary for years to insert in 
this report a very accurate and excellent 
map of the railroads of Massachusetts. 
Largely through Mr. bishop’s inllueuce 
and industry another map has been put iu 
this year, which does not show the rail- 
road lines, but has the street railways 
plainly indicated in carmine ink, and also 
luis tiie juuotiou points marked in a clear 
fashion. 

It looks a little blue for the bill to raise 
tiie railroad commissioner’s salary. On 
M onduy afternoon the senate accepted an 
adverse report, tints rejecting a lull to in- 
crease the salaries of the members of tiie 
harbor and land commission. While it 
may yet happen that the salary of Chair- 
man Jackson of tiie railroad commission 
w 1 II be raised, there is little chance of suelt 
action us to tiie rest of the board. 

The metropolitan a flairs committee still 
•hesitates over the bill for an additional 
subway through Washington street. The 
arguments of Mr. J. II. Carter of your city 
and others representing toe Associated 
board of Trade, in favor of the work being 
done by the Transit Commission evidently 
made a profound impression on tire minds 
of tiie committee, and thus lar they have 
been unable to ifecide just wlmt they ought 
to do. 

In tiie senate on Monday a general bill 
was reported, giving to tiie Metropolitan 
Turk Commissioners the right to grant 
locations for street railway c( in guides in 
boulevards and parkways. .Simultaneous- 
ly, a number of measures designed to 
grant particular -roads such locutions were 
adversely reported, tiie understanding be- 
ing that they would be placed upon tiie 
table until such a time us it could he 
delinitcdy known that the general bill 
would necouie a law. It must be evident 
that with pro per safeguards us to tiie dis- 
cretion of local authorities in sunk cases it 
is a very much better plan to permit the 
park board to decide concerning tbc.sc lout 
turns. At tire same lime tiie full value ot 
many of our public reservations cannot be 
known until better .facilities are ulloi ded 
for reaching them. 

The bill as to the right of mayors of cities 
to veto oiilers of school boards, from 
which Mr. Chadwick dissented, has been 
engrossed in the house and taken several 
reu flags in the senate. What staved t lie 
bill, however, was.au amendment providing 
tliai it shall apply only to the city of Cam- 
bridge. This bit! is like much other Cam- 
bridge legislation. The University City 
generously desire* .that ail other municipali- 
ties shall Uuve the beuetlt of anything new 
iu legislation, which occurs to her; but on 
the other hand it often happens tii it other 
places cannot appreciate 1 e value of these 
brilliant thoughts, and hence they protest. 

Mr. Langford, with his water committee 
is still deeply engrossed in tiie problem 
connected with the {Springfield petitioci. It 
is iu tiie air that the committee will make 
un exhausting study of the question of 
liltratiou before taking final action mpon 
tills measure. Mouuay ulteruooti Mr. 
Langford’s committee sat w ith metropoli- 
tan affaire, and heard the arguments on the 
•Clinton compensation bill. 

The metropolitan water investigation 
committee L- .*> 1 1 1 i considering its report. .It 
has .submitted to the attorney general a 
number of questions, concerning the legal 
aspect of the actum of the ountructors of 
the WachuM'tt reservoir on the citizeu’s 
preference and weekly laws. Mr. Kuowl- 
ton has answered these questions, but the 
committee does not appear certain as to tu 
action yet. Mean while, the committee 
mu public service is waiting to see this re- 
port, us it may recoin mend a change in in.* 
personnel or iu the chairmanship of the 
board. The governor lias recommended a 
study ul the state commission by the 
general .court, but it is doubtful if the pub- 
lic service committee recommends anything 
more than the consolidation of the metro- 
politan park, water and sewer bourdn: and 
it cuuiiMt recommend this until this inves- 
tigation committee has made its report. 

The Newton gnulo crossing bill wus not 
reported upon with the rest of the tulle re- 
ferred to above There has been some- 
thing of u mystery connected with this bill 
for some weeks. It hud disappeared from 
the committee bulletin, but d d not appear 
in the calendar Heeently It developed 
that the eoiuuiittee voted leave to with- 
draw 011 the measure, und committed the 
report to lieprcseuutive Mead of Everett. 
Mr. Aloud is u seat m ile of Ifepivsontuti ve 
Chadwick, and <m excellent terms with 
Itepresentuti ve Lillglord. These gentle 
men at once set to woik to oouviii'-e him 
that if certain provisions of the hill as to 
surveys weie eliminated, there could be no 
hurui in pus Jug the lull. Finally, iu dc«- 
perution, Mr. Me. id indorsed the proposed 
amendments on the hill and returned it to 
tiie cieik of the railroad committee, for 
further action, l.e thinks that there will 
be no doubt that tiie committee w ill insist 
on its adverse report, 011 the ground that 
Newton lias had enough in the way of 
grade separations far the present and 
should he patient.

THE SCHOOL TROUBLE. 


The public will learn with deep regret 
that there Is more trouble in the schools 
It was hoped that with the resignation of 
Mr. Aldrich and the appointment of his 
successor, all hands would join in an effort 
to let bygones be bygones, and make the 
best of the situation. That was the only 
patriotic way, and the friends of Mr. Aid- 
rich bad enough interest in the schools to 
Join heartily in this policy, as fur as we 
can learn. 

They were ready to give a hearty wel- 
come to the new superintendent and to aid 
him all in their power, to make the schools 
as successful as the people are warranted 
in demanding, for the great amount of 
money that the. cost the taxpayers. It 
was expected that the other side, having 
won, would be e qually in favor of peace 
and would consider that the slate had been 
wiped clean by their victory and would not 
cate to continue the war further. 

But from the evidence that has come to 
light in Upper Falls and in Newton Centre, 
there are grave suspicions that the anti- 
Aldrich men in the school board have 
entered upon a war of extermination 
against all the teachers who had shown in 
any way friendship for the late superin 
tendent. The suspicions may not be cor- 
rect, but you can not convince the people of 
those two villages of the fact. 

The new Superintendent has been forced 
1 1 appear as the leader, merely because he 
has to obey the orders of the school com- 
mittee, we be'ieve, and he should not be 
censured for w hat he can not help. He is 
too shrewd a man to encage in any such 
policy on his own account us it would be 
fatal to his success in Newton to start a 
parti.- an warfare. The suspicion thut lie 
is not responsible is strengthened by the 
fact that two of the strongest anti-Aldrich 
meu are on the committee in the two wards 
where trouble has urisen, aud it is they 
who should bear the responsibility and not 
Mr. Fifield. Without their sanction, Mr. 
Fitield would never have taken any action 
in regard to the dropping of teachers, aud 
for tlie sake of the success in ofllce of the 
new superintendent, the school committee 
should be willing to beur the responsibility 
a id not try to place it on the shoulders of 
Mr. Fifield, if they have any real regard 
for him. 

As for the two teachers in question, the 
a.*tion of the parents in tlie two villages 
c 'ncemed, show that they are very popu- 
lar, which they would not be if they were 
uut good teachers. 'The demonstration 
made in Newton Centre was such u warm 
one that the committee had to drop their 
project, but in Upper Fails the light ap- 
pears to be still on. and the committee have 
won in the first engagement l>y leaving tlie 
teacher's name off tlie list of appointments 
for another year. The Upper Falls people 
ate still to be heard from, however, uud tlie 
end is not yet.

anything to condemn in such a policy, and 
we imagine Mayor Wilson will be all the 
stronger with the people for enforcing 
something lik« economy at City Hall, w here 
the expenses had grown to such a degree 
that they were about double what any 
oilier city of the size of Newt oh lial to pay. 
The pruning knife was necessary, and it 
eonld not have been applied to a plHce 
where It would l>e less noticed by the 
public at large. But there Is of course the 
danger that if any change were made the 
new man would not be so resolnto In look- 
ing after the city’s interests, uml the old 
extravagance would creep back. These 
are things the voters should ponder over, 
when considering the question of candi- 
dates for the coming year. 


An Allston coal corporation was granted 
permission by the board of aldermen to 
erect a coal pocket and i flice at the freight 
yards In Newtonville, but the aldermen 
should have made some Inquiry ns to the 
prices this new corporation is going to 
charge. It is w ell know n that in Brighton 
and Allston coni can be bought cheaper 
than in Newton, if it is to be delivered in 
those pnrts of Boston. But if it is to come 
over the Newton line nn additional charge 
is made to keep np with the charges made 
by New ton dealers. Now if no reduction 
is to be made by this new company, there 
is no use in allowing it to compete with 
Newton dealers, but if it is to sell coal 
as client) here as it sells it iu Allston, the 
company would be welcome. There is no 
combination of course among the Newton 
companies, and the fact that they all charge 
the same price is a mere coincidence, 
as is also the fact that within a short time 
only have tlie Brighton and Allston com- 
panies asked where the coal w as to bo de- 
livered before naming their price. Of 
course the price is naturally higher in New 
ton, as coal for this pluce has to come by 
rail, at least that is the explanation given, 
although this new company 1ms a coal yard 
in Allston that appears to be connected 
with Hie milrcr.d only, and is a long dis- 
tance from tlie Charles river. But the 
aldermen asked no embarrassing questions 
of the petitioner, and the coal dealers of 
New ton appear to have made no objections 
to its having a Newton franc!. ise, which 
would hardly have been tlie case had they 
feared competition in prices. It is a pity 
that some alderman was not curious enough 
to ask any question, for the price of coal 
affects every householder. But perhaps 
the hours of discussion given to legal hair- 
splitting recently had exhausted the alder- 
meu. 


The project to widen Washington street 
west of Commonwealth avenue, and to 
appropriate $20,000 therefor, is something 
that has not been advertised very w idely 
as yet, and its introduction into the board 
of aldermen Monday night caused some 
surprise among outsiders. It is not a very 
populous street, except at the Lower Fulls 
end, und possibly this plan embraces a 
widening to the Wellesley line, uud if so 
the appropriation is altogether too small. 
The street at Lower Fulls is very narrow 
and the presence of the electric car tracks 
in the middle of the street takes up about 
all the roadway in some places. But the 
street iu this section is closely built up and 
tbe cost of widening would be so great thut 
the matter should not be entered upon 
without a good deal of deliberation. As it 
is the electric tracks that makes widening 
so desirable it would seem only proper that 
the street railway company should bear a 
portion of the expense. The matter has 
been referred to tbe highway committee 
for their consideration, but this does not 
promise to be a good year for street widen- 
ing schemes, however necessary they may 
be. Tlie taxpayers and those most inter- 
ested iu the growth of Newton are more 
interested in getting a reduction iu the tax 
rate. 

Chicago University refuses to take any 
of tlie Cuban teachers, for the summer, 
and the suspicion that this university was 
run entirely for the trust magnates thus 
has some confirmation. Nevertheless, 
Cuba should not be despised. Kathbone, 
Neely aud other Americans have made a 
very good thing out of it, aud judging from 
the downward prices of trust stocks the 
magnates may need a Cuban appointment 
themselves, to help them out. The action 
of the Chicago college is in strong contrast 
with that of Harvard, but fortunately the 
latter institution was not fnuuded by 
| Rockefeller.

There was a full attendance nt last Wed- 
nesday night’s meeting of the school board, 
and, while the meeting lasted several 
hours, the expected w rangle among the 
memaers did not take place, at least, not in 
public. 

When the question of the nomination 
and confirmation of teachers came up, the 
board went into nn executive session which 
lasted for over nn hour, and at its conclu- 
sion the doors were once more opened. 

At the conclusion of the meeting the re- 
porters were allowed to look over the list 
of teachers confirmed during the executive 
session. In the list of im nes of teachers 
in the Wade school of Newton Upper Falls, 
presented by the Ward Five committee, a 
blan k was left in the place of Miss Ella F. 
Crooker’s name, but In the list of teachers 
in tlie Rice school of Newton Centre, there 
appeared the name of Miss Baker. 

A reporter attempted to interview several 
of the members regarding the petitions 
sent iu from Newton Upper Fulls, asking 
lor the continuation of Miss Crooker as 
teacher in the Wade school, but all refused 
to give any information. *T hud rather 
not speak : see somebody else," was their 
evasive answer. 

The bourd had a considerable amount of 
routine business to dispose of Wednesday 
e ening. 

Superintendent of Schools Fifield had no 
monthly report to offer as is customary. 
The finance committee recommended that 
further consideration of the order author- 
izing tlie purchase of pianos for the differ- 
ent schools, be postponed for a month at 
least. The report w as accepted. 

Tne finance committee reported the de- 
partment expenditures during May to have 
been $16,413. An order covering this 
amount was adopted. The sum of $254 
was appropriated for the temporary accom- 
modation of Bigelow school pupils. 

Mr. Dewey of Ward 7 moved that no 
extra money be paid to the janitor of the 
Claliiu school buildings for messenger ser- 
vice. 

Mr. Avery was of the opinion that this 
subject should be considered with that of 
janitor’s Hilaries. Mr.Dewey’s motion w as 
pu\ howeyer, and subsequently carried. 

Tlie question of janitors salaries 1ms 
been before the board lor some time. 
Wednesday evening it was sought to ad 
just the matter, but without success. 

The recommendation of tlie finance com- 
mittee, w hich has had the subject in hand 
for some time, was that the sum of $1(50 he 
paid monthly to some competent person in 
charge of the High school building, who in 
turn might employ assistants, the kilter’s 
salary to be paid out of the $l(i(), 
otMr. Hardy of Ward 4 thought this an un- 
wise course to pursue. Incompetent per- 
sons at a small salary might experience 
difficulties that would result disastrously 
for the school. Particularly would this be 
the case in emergencies. 

It was then shown that tlie janitor of the 
High school building had 174 rooms, in- 
cluding sanituries, dressing-rooms and 
closets, and that during each day he 
shoveled between three and four tons of 
coal. He had also the care of (leaks. 

Mr. Avery of Ward 2 was opposed to any 
reduction of the present salary, and Mr. 
Howes thought also that no change should 
be made. Thu present salary he considered 
even too small. It was finally decided not 
to accept the finance committee’s report. 

Mr. Dewey then moved that following 
out the recommendation of the financecom- 
mittee tlie salary of tlie janitor of tho 
Adams school be made $65. Air. Avery of 
Ward 2 pointed out at this time tlie multi- 
tudinous duties of the janitor referred to. 
He opposed any change aud iu tact lie de- 
sired an increase. Consequently he offered 
an amendment increasing the amount to 
$7.-,. 

it was decided aft»r some debate to ref**r 
this aiueudmeut of Mr. Avery ’» to the 
finance committee and in the meantime to 
turn down the recommendation of the com- 
mittee concerning the sala< y of the janitor. 

It was intended that tlie salary oi each 
janitor throughout tlie city should lie con- 
sidered one by one l»y the board Wednes- 
day evening. Mr. Dewey, however, said 
lie would withdraw the committee’s entire 
report in view of the fact that the recom- 
mendations were meeting with so much 
disapproval. Tlie result of this action 
means that all salaries w ill remain at their 
present original figures. 

It was voted to close the High school, 
June 2d, the portion of the Adams school 
building, occupied at present by pupils of 
the Bigelow district on .lime 25, and other 
urimarv, grammar and kindergarten schools 
on June 28.

By the general laws of England onk, 
ash nml elm are “timber” if not youn- 
ger than 20 years, or so old that n good 
post ennnot be cut from them. What 
constitute* “timber” varies slightly ac- 
cording to locality, hut when a tree Is 
proved to he "timber’’ a person who 
has only a life intenv.t In the land It 
grows upon cannot cut it down unless 
It be on an estate cultivated solely for 
the production of salable “timber" or 
unless be linsa special agreement giving 
him power to do so. A mere life ten- 
ant may not even cut down trees which 
are not "timber," but which would at 
the ago of 20 years attain that dignity. 

Botanists differ ns to the poisonous 
nature of yew trees. There tire many 
Instances both of their poisonous and 
their harmless effect when browsed by 
horses and cattle, but the partially 
dried clippings of yew arc certainly 
most dangerous. If a yew tree over- 
hangs a neighbor’s land nud Ids horses 
oat the yew without trespassing, the 
owner of the tree Is liable to pay for 
any Injury the horses may sustain. On 
the other hand. If the horses or cattle 
cannot browse on the tree without put- 
ting their bonds over the fence the 
owner of the horses must bear the loss, 
for his animals have trespassed. -Lon- 
don Answers. 


Tin* Army In the Field. 

The layman eauuot easily realize the 
vast amount cf material as to food and 
an : a demanded by an army iu 

the field. A few facts and figures as 
to this may aid to make It more tangi- 
ble. Knelt man requires, nt a mini- 
mum, three pounds and a half of food 
per day. Each animal should have nt 
least 20 pounds of food iu countries 
where grazing is uot abundant. If we 
take, for purposes of estimate, only 13 
pounds required to supply each animal, 
leaving five pounds to be gathered from 
the country by grazing and otherwise, 
we assume a quantity that may be con- 
sidered a minimum. 

An army of 130,000 men would re- 
quire about 50.000 animals for trans- 
portation of artillery, camp equipment, 
ammunition, food, hospital and med- 
ical equipment. There should not be. 
less than 30,000 cavalry. There should 
not be less than 10,000 quintals avail- 
able nt all times to supply losses. This 
makes a total of 1)0,000 animals to be 
fed. With this as a basis we see that 
the daily demands would be for the 
men 523,000 pounds ami for the horses 

1.350.000 pounds, or an aggregate of 

1.875.000 pounds. This Is eqttnl to 
something more than 830 tons per day. 
—Captain Zalinskl in Harper’s Weekly. 


The Finger Null*. 

In days when superstition was more 
prevalent than it is uow the shape and 
appearance of the finger nails were 
considered to have reference to one’s 
destiny. To learn the message of tho 
finger uails it was necessary to rub 
them over with a compound of wax 
nud soot and then to hold them so tlmt 
the sunlight fell fully ou them. Then 
on the horny, transparent substance 
certain signs and characters were sup- 
posed to appear, from which the future 
could lie interpreted. Persons, too, 
having certain kinds of nails were cred- 
ited with the possession of certain 
characteristics. Thus a man with red 
and spotted nails was supposed to 
have n hot temper, while pale, lead col- 
ored nails were considered to denote a 
melancholy temperament. Narrow nails 
were supposed to betray ambition and 
n quarrelsome nature, while round 
shaped nails were the distinguishing 
marks of lovers of knowledge and peo- 
ple of liberal sentiment. Conceited, 
narrow minded and obstinate folk were 
supposed to have small nails, indolent 
people fleshy nails and those of a gen- 
tle, retiring nature broad uails.

"The demand for Hint little southern j 
! delicacy, the oyster crnlt, is always i 
! larger than the supply, and I have nil | 
I 1 can do to obtain tho 50 or GO gallons j 
> which arc daily required for flavoring i 
stews nml making omelets In the lend- 
ing hotels, restaurants and clubs of 
this city," said a wholesale fish denier 
In New York to n Washington Star 
writer. "Our northern oysters do not 
contain the little dainties, so 1 am 
obliged to buy them from the oyster 
shuckcrs along tho York, Rappnlmn- 
nock nud other southern rivers. The 
Chesapeake bay shore oystermen send 
us some also. 

“The little crnlt found in tho oyster 
Is not, as commonly supposed by two- 
thirds of the oyster eating community, 
the young of the blue crnlt, but Is a 
distinct species. It is n messmate of 
nml caterer to t ho wants of the oyster, 
being therefore n benefit Instead of a 
detriment to the latter. In return for 
the oyster’s kindness in protecting it 
against its enemies the little crab 
cntchos nml mushes food which in its 
entire state could not be taken by the 
oyster. A singular thing In connection 
with them Is that nil found inside of 
the oyster are females. The male of 
the same variety has a hard shell.” 


Tnrtlcn Trained to FlKlit. 

You want to go to China to see ani- 
mal fighting reduced to a science. 
There are hundreds of young nten in 
the larger cities there who make a liv- 
ing by training animals to fight and in 
exhibiting their savage qualities to in- 
terested audiences. They catch both 
mud and snapping turtles, feed them 
on raw meat and some sort of drug 
that warms them up, and at the end of 
six mouths they become savage enough 
to fight a tiger. The Jaws and teeth 
arc filed and sandpapered until the 
mouth becomes a dangerous thing to 
go near. The turtle Is tantalized each 
day with n piece of wood or a bunch of 
cotton until Its temper reaches a white 
heat. When confronted with another 
turtle that has been trained and badg- 
ered In the same way, they go for each 
other with distended jaws, and there is 
sure to be a fight to a finish. 

They have each been starved for a 
week. Each Is handled by his owner, 
who has teased it to the killing point. 
The two turtles are then placed in a 
small ring, and only one comes out 
alive. The tight lasts from one to ten 
hours, nml death generally comes only 
when oue of them has secured a throat 
hold on his doomed antagonist.— Cleve- 
land Plain Dealer.

RICKKTSON Mil. I. AT NEWTON VI l.l.K 
NEEDS ATTRITION OF ENTIRE DEPART 
MENT. 


The storage house on the E. B. Rlcket- 
Bon mill property on Crafts street, New- 
toiiville, was completely destroyed by lire 
early Wednesday morning. The contents 
ol the building, including a large quantity 
of valuable lumber, was also a complete 
loss. 

It was about 7.15 that an alarm was rung 
in from box 242 closely followed by a 
second and Inter by a general alarm. It 
brought out the entire department. 

The (iremen made a quick response nnd 
their heroic work prevented the Ore from 
spreading. Without exaggeration it may b« 
said Hint Chief Kundlett, assistant chief 
Humphreys and their men kept the blaze 
In check only after exerting strenuous 
efforts .Surrounding the burning building 
there were a number of wooden structures, 
owned by the Ricketson company ami 
other firms, which are filled with Inflam- | 
mabln material. Had any portion of these t 
latter buildings become ignited there is no 
telling what might have occurred. 

As it was, the blaze was oonlined to the 
building in which it originated. The loss , 
is conservatively estimated at about $5,000. i 
It was only partially covered by insurance. , 

The cause of the blaze Is a complete 
mystery. The workman In charge of the , 
yard said that when ho made his rounds 
shortly before 7 there were no signs of 
lire. About 15 minutes afterwards a team- 
ster discovered smoke bursting out of the 
doors and through the roof. Ho caused , 
the alarm to be sounded. It is hinted 
that some one enjoying an early morning 
smoke was careless in disposing of a liglu- I 
ed match. 

Business at the Bloketson mill bad been , 
particularly good of lute and Wednesday’s 
tire will probably prove a serious setback.

The Late Dloscesan Convention. 

To tlio Editor of the Graphic:— 

This important annual Massachusetts 
church meeting on Wednesday and Thurs- 
day of last week, iu Trinity Chapel, Bos- 
ton, hardly left time for an adequate re- 
port of it in last week’s Graphic. Y'et It 
well deserved notice. Besides Dr. Lind- 
say’s convention sermon, Wednesday morn- 
ing in Trinity church, the Bishop’s annual 
address in the afternoon iu the same place, 
and a rousing missionary meeting at Eman- 
uel church in the evening, the convention 
was outwardly notable as being the short- 
est. most quiet and perhaps the smallest in 
recent years. 

Yet let no one think for a moment that 
this fact indicated any lack of proper inter- 
est. The simple natural explanation is 
that so many large and important matters 
needing attention hud been well settled 
within a few preceding years, that there 
was a larger proportion, but not amount, 
of routine business than usual. Neverthe- 
less, this convention bids fair to become 
known ns historic for two reasons. First, 
the Right Reverend, the Bishop, in his 
address, spoke with timely forethought of 
a proper preliminary study now, of a 
possibly necessary division of the diocese 
in the not far distant future. 

Second, a great and noble forward and 
upward step was taken by initiating the 
application of the pension idea to aged ami 
long devoted ministers of the things of God 
to the minds and hearts of men, in pluce of 
the precarious, inadequate, and scantily 
reverent methods hitherto employed. The 
convention was fairly taken captive by the 
speaker’s spontaneous eloquence. us well as 
by the deeply studious thought that had 
evidently been given to the subject by its 
mover, Rev. Philo W. Sprague of Charles- 
town. Hence, brushing away all pre- 
mature or over-cautious raising of possible 
difficulties of detail, it adopted the princi- 
ple, heartily and at once, and referred the 
subject to a strong committ* e to report next 
year on a perfected plan for setting the 
principle in operation. 

Li e is well described, though by no 
means defined, by Herbert Spencer, as 
“continuous self-adjustment to varying en- 
vironment,” hence it wus the clear and 
strong sentiment of the convention that 
this pension idea would adapt itself, from 
time to time, to changing conditions— such 
as the adoption of the general plan by 
oilier dioceses, or by the General Conven- 
tion, or the growth of this diocese and of 
the average compensation of clergymen. 

The pension idea, or something like it, is 
already in operation, I think, on several of 
our great railroads, and in the teaching 
professions sometimes. Indeed, in view of 
the tendency towards a high degree of 
specialization in muny pursuits, t tie Idea 
has been broached in England of general 
old age pensions us better than almhouses; 
anything, in fact, to conserve individuality 
and home, indeed, it is a part of the 
brighter dawn of the hoped for world-wide 
Christian philanthropy of the twentieth 
century, otherwise now darkened and 
gloomed by most unholy war of vulgar 
force and sordid greed. Then glory, honor, 
blessing and success to the pension id* al.

The mother 
was iu despair, and when the doubtful 
prognosis was given she broke Into 
walling and violent self condemnation 
for some horrible sin of the family to 
which she said the child’s illness was 
due a direct punishment for their 
I crime. She would go and curse the mag- 
| 1st rate for it all, her husband should 
J resign from “the force” and such evil 
ways should he renounced forever. 

furious to know how the magistrate 
could he held responsible for the child’s 
lllm-ss, the doctor finally secured the 
j confession that the crime of the poor, 
conscience stricken woman consisted 
In allowing the names of many fruudu- 
leut voters to he registered as residing 
In her house, in swearing to the lie. 
cic. The magistrate also had demand- 
ed tills of ail the neighbors iu return 
for Indescribable political favors. 

The child recovered, und the magis- 
trate paid the physlciuu’s hill. 


'There seems to he more trouble in tho 
school board, this time in Upper Falls nnd 
Newton Centre. At Upper Falls the trou- 
ble Is over Miss Ella F. Crooker of tho 
Wade school, who is to be let t off the list 
after 20 years of service in the fifth grade. 
It is said that Mis* Crooker is to he re- 
moved because of dilTorenoes with Mr. 
Charles G. Wether bee, the head master 
of the school, and this has stirred 
up great excitement at Upper Falls, and 
meetings have been held by tho score, uud 
a petition has boon circa luted aud received 
numerous signatures, which says: 

“We, the undersigned, wish to earnestly 
protest against the* xpressed determination 
of the master of the Wade school of New- 
ton Upper Falls not to recommend the re- 
noiniuatton of Miss Ella F. Crooker us a 
teacher for the coining year. 

“We consider Miss Crooker one of tho 
most successful teachers in Newton, and 
her work has always given tho highest 
.-at is fact ion to parents and pupils. Her 
power of insight and ability to arouse the 
dormant faculties of the children are re- 
markable, and her pupils are always her 
friends for life. 

“The demand for her reolection is uni- 
versal, and should not be disregarded.” 

Mr. John A. Gould ot Upper Kalis was 
interviewed, and was most enthusiastic 
In ills praise of Miss Crooker. Several of 
his children hud been taught by her, lie 
su*d, amt there were others whom he de- 
sir. d tlii. a. d *.u.ue under her careful train* 
m.. 

“Yes, I have heard all sides of the case. 

1 have Heard Miss Crouker.the master him- 
tell and also the members of the school 
committee from this ward. 

“As I understand it, Mr. Wetherbee 
oriticistd Miss Crooker’s management of 
the tif tH grade, saying her work was 
’showy.’ This was indignantly denied by 
her. Then he told her, so I hear, that he 
would not recommend her renominution. 

“The question, you know, comes before 
the school board, aud for that reason we 
are preparing this petition. From whut I 
can learn the members of the school board 
from Ward 5 are not with us. One of them 
comes from Wuhan and ttie other from 
Newton Highlands. 1 am sorry we have 
none from the village of Upper Fulls.” 

Speaking of Miss Crooker ’s attainments, 
Mr. Gould said that she hud been warmly 
recommended by tiie former superintend 
ent of public schools, George 1. Aldrich. 
Knowing the member* lrom Ward 5 fought 
Mr. Aldrich’s reelection in the school 
board last year, Mr. Gould suid it might 
not be well to bring this one interesting 
tact to their uotice. 

Now there are wise ones who say that 
M&ssrs. Bacon and Luitwieler, who repre 
sent Ward 5 are well awure of Miss 
Crooker’s friendliness toward former 
Superintendent Aldrich and that tiiis fact 
bus not increased their admirutiou for her. 

An interested resident of Newton Upper 
Falls informed a reporter that he had it on 
good authority that four of tho teachers of 
tho Wade school would resign if Miss 
Crooker was not renominated uad con- 
firmed. 

TIIE TROUBLE IN NEWTON CENTRE. 

'The case at Newtou Centre resembled 
that of Miss Ella F. Crooker’s of the Wade 
school iti many details. It was a plan to 
oust Miss Jennie P. Baker, who has charge 
of the Rice school kindergarten, that the 
citizens thwarted. 

Last week Miss Baker received a letter 
from .’Superintendent of Schools Fifield to 
the elTect that without telling her whut 
the action or position of the school board 
had been in tiie matter he would advise her 
to resign. 

A petition was circulated addressed to 
the school board and was commendatory of 
Mi-s Baker’s 12 years of work 111 the Rico 
school. 

Informal gatherings of parents followed. 
Kinully a prominent citizen agreed to ii:- 
tervlew Mr. A. L. Rand ol the subcommit- 
tee. C. S. Luitwieler und Rev. Dr. Hunt- 
ington are the other members of this sub- 
committee, and it was necessary to call 
upon them also. After some discussion 
Messrs. Huntington, Rand and Luitwieler 
agreed to hear Miss Baker’s friends. A 
hearing was set for Tuesday afternoon at 
4 30 in tho ball «>f tiie Mason sohool build- 
lug on Centre street. 

At that time there was such a gathering 
of representative men und women as sel 
doni if ever graced a school building in 
this city. About 2(M) persons attended. 

The case was put to tiie committee in 
this manner: “Show us whut Miss Baker 
has done: show us what you are going to 
remove her for, und show us what has 
prompted you to instruct the superinten- 
dent to request her resignation.” 

The subcommittee would not do this, in 
the lit st place they asked for secrecy. < hi 
tiie other hand Miss Baker’s friei d* wanted 
publicity. 

The debate continued along these lines 
until the approach of (1.30 o’clock. Finallj’ 
the subcommittee agreed to meet a confer- 
ence committee an 1 the following were 
chosen: Mrs. B. E. Tuj lor, .Mrs. George 
A. Burdett, Mrs. L, Luring Brooks, Mr. 
Adams 1). Chitlin, Mr. William II. Coolidge, 
Mr. George A, Smith and Rev. George 11. 
Spencer. 

shortly after G 3n the gathering adjourned 
the subcommittee of the school board 
agreeing to meet tiie conference committee 
at 7.:m and the latter consenting to report 
at 7.30 before a full gathering of citizens. 
'The .-ubcommittee also agreed to bo present 
at the lust session, w hich was set for 8.30. 

'The c< nfcreiicu of citizens and school 
boaid members began promptly at 7.30 uud 
[ continued until 8 ;«). 

! It was told to tho conference com- 
mittee that tiie subcommittee from 
, Ward G bill taken tentative action 
not to recommend to the school board the 
1 reappointment of Miss Baker. 'They had 
been led to take this step by Mr. Fifield’s 
recommendations, lie iu turn bused his 
aciiou on a charge that Miss Baker was the 
1 cause of a lack of liuruiouy in the Rice 
school and generally incompetent. 

All manner ot queries were fired at Mr. 
Filield. He did not answer half of them 
for personal reasons. lie had observed 
Miss Baker’s w ork by visits to her room, 
and was sutl.-liod that she wus incompetent, 
lie also believed there wus u luck of har- 
mony in tl.e Rice school, and that Miss 
Baker was tiie disturbing element. 

1 There were arguments to meet all tiie 
I superintendent said. The three women of 
tiie committee had 110 end of data in their 
possession fuvuruble to Miss Baker. 

Mr. Filield’s aoGoii was severely criti- 
cised. He was asked this question : 

“Was your recommendation to tiie com- 
mittee, Mr. SupetiuteiiUeut, bused on per- 
sonal knowledge of lack of harmony in the 
Rice school, on jour personal know ledge 
! ol Miss Baker’s luoouipeteiicy, aud did you 
know or have reason to suppose that a cer- 
ium member of tiie school board who was 
not iu sjmputhy with Miss Baker would 
lie more pleased tiiuu otherw ise if die re- 
| signed, aud furthermore, wus there any 
; other reason 

To this, it is reported, Mr. Filield uu- 
I swered “No.” 

I It was uu eusy matter then for the con- 
ference committee to make their report. 
'1 liis they did in the presence ot nearly 5*>o 
1 l.o 1 i-por* ol t'f.n uouieieuce coiiimillee 
w u.- brief. itstuied thut the subcommittee 
*d the school board leoreseuliug Ward G 
had based ils lecoiniiieudattou 011 tiie In- 
formation filed by Superintendent Filield. 

1 he citizens were satisfied. 'They decided 
to give the petition iu Miss Baker’s (avor 
to Mr. Ruud, to present ut Wednesday 
night’s meeting of the school board, ulso to 
request the school b mi d to reappoint Miss 
Baker. The vote wus unanimously carried.
